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INTRODUCTION 


This  Report  follows  the  usual  pattern  giving  an  account  of  the  main 
features  of  the  work  of  the  County  Health  Department  which  includes  the 
Welfare,  Children  and  Sanitary  Departments,  during  the  year  1961. 

Reports  are  included  covering  the  non-transferred  functions  in 
Perth  County.  Kinross  County  and  each  of  the  twelve  Small  Burghs. 

During  the  year  proposals  for  the  development  of  Local  Authority 
Services  under  the  Mental  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1960  were  drafted,  and 
these  proposals  have  been  submitted  to  interested  bodies  for  observation 
and  comment  before  submission  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  for 
approval.  Emphasis  has  been  placed  on  community  care  for  the  mentally 
disordered  by  Local  Authority  staff  except  when  in-patient  hospital 
treatment  is  required.  Community  care  of  mental  defectives  has  for  long 
been  a responsibility  of  Local  Authorities,  but  the  extension  of 
community  care  to  the  mentally  ill  is  a new  concept  which  will  call  for 
further  training  of  existing  local  authority  staffs  and  the  appointment 
of  additional  staff  to  carry  out  these  new  responsibilities  efficiently. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  Combined  County  was  11.2  compared  to  12.3 
for  the  whole  of  Scotland.  Over  50%  of  those  dying  were  over  75  years 
of  age  and  17.8%  were  over  85  years  of  age.  The  main  causes  of  death 
were  as  usual  cardio- vascular  diseases  and  cancer,  and  coronary 
thrombosis  killed  almost  three  times  as  many  men  as  women  under  65  years 
of  age. 

In  1961,  26  children  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  giving  an 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18.4  per  1000  births.  This  is  the  third  lowest 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  recorded  in  this  area  (1953  - 17.  1958  - 16.3) 
well  below  the  Scottish  average  of  26  per  1000  and  a welcome  contrast  to 
the  high  infant  mortality  of  last  year  when  there  were  49  deaths.  Of 
the  26  children  who  died  under  one  year  of  age,  22  were  less  than  four 
weeks  old,  the  chief  causes  of  death  being  congenital  debility, 
prematurity  and  malformations,  conditions  which  in  our  present  state  of 


knowledge,  are  considered  unavoidable.  Three  of  the  deaths  were  however 
theoretically  preventable;  one  from  pneumonia,  one  from  diarrhoea  and 
another  from  accident. 

It  may  be  that  by  the  application  of  existing  knowledge  and  the  use 
of  existing  facilities  some  of  the  deaths,  particularly  from  congenital 
debility  might  be  prevented.  Early  detection  of  deviations  from  the 
normal  in  pregnancy  and  consequent  early  institution  of  treatment  is 
recommended. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  district  nurses,  particularly  in 
isolated  communities,  should  undertake  blood  pressure  readings  during 
pregnancy  and  labour,  in  addition  to  the  readings  taken  by  the  family 
doctor,  as  a rise  in  pressure  is  often  an  early  indication  of  the  onset 
of  toxaemia  a condition  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  mother  and  of 
the  unborn  child.  The  provision  of  blood  pressure  apparatus  for 
district  nurses  might  be  a step  towards  reducing  infant  mortality. 

The  confidence  with  which  the  public  anticipate  the  eradication  of 
tuberculosis  from  the  community  is  not  surprising.  Advances  in  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  the  disease  have  changed  the  public  attitude  of  dread 
and  shame,  so  that  this  disease  is  accepted  as  being  as  "respectable"  as 
any  other.  The  disease  is  now  being  discovered  at  such  an  early  stage 
that  hospitalisation  is  often  not  required. 

During  the  year  69  cases  required  in-patient  hospital  treatment 
compared  with  an  average  of  110  in  the  decade  1951-60  The  effectiveness 
of  modern  treatment  is  also  evident  from  the  fact  that  from  1931  to  1958 
the  number  of  registered  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  increased 
annually  to  a peak  of  489.  In  1959  the  upward  trend  was  halted,  the 
number  of  registered  cases  being  487.  In  1960  the  downward  trend 
accelerated,  467  cases  remaining  on  the  Register.  During  1961,  74  cases 
were  removed  from  the  Register  as  no  longer  constituting  a danger  to 
public  health,  but  the  majority  of  these  cases  continue  to  report  for 
periodic  check-up  at  the  Chest  Clinic  to  ensure  that  the  healed  lesions 
remain  inactive.  393  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  remain  on  the 
Register. 
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The  number  of  registered  cases  of  non- respiratory  tuberculosis  has 
been  declining  rapidly  in  the  post-war  period,,  only  82  cases  remaining 
at  the  end  of  1961,  compared  with  92  in  1960.  For  the  past  five  years 
there  has  been  no  death  from  non -respiratory  tuberculosis. 

This  is  the  brighter  side  of  the  picture,  but  attention  should  also 
be  drawn  to  the  fact  that  there  were  four  deaths  from  respiratory 
tuberculosis  compared  with  two  in  1960,  There  was  also  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  new  confirmed  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  from  33  in 
1960  to  45  in  1961,  This  is  above  the  average  for  the  past  five  years 
69  cases  required  in-patient  hospital  treatment  compared  with  47  last 
year.  The  number  of  confirmed  new  cases  of  non- respiratory  tuberculosis 
also  increased  from  nine  in  1959  to  11  in  1960  and  12  in  1961  This  may 
be  accounted  for  by  the  zeal  with  which  cases  and  contacts  are  sought 
but  this  explanation  should  not  be  accepted  with  complacency.  The 
public  impression  that  tuberculosis  is  on  the  way  out  is  perhaps  over 
optimistic  and  any  relaxation  in  vigilance  at  this  stage  might  reverse 
the  general  downward  trend.  Pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  not,  however  a 
major  cause  of  death  when  compared  with  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  which 
caused  40  and  23  deaths  respectively. 

There  were  32  deaths  from  lung  cancer  this  year,  compared  with  33 
last  year,  23  being  male  and  9 female.  This  is  a higher  ratio  of 
females  to  males  than  has  been  recorded  in  this  area  previously,  but 
this  is  probably  coincidental  and  of  no  statistical  significance. 
Cigarette  smoking  has  however,  been  widespread  among  women  for  over 
twenty  years,  and  should  the  habit  continue,  the  variation  in  incidence 
according  to  sex  should  become  less  marked  in  time. 

There  was  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  in  this  area  for  the  third  year 
in  succession.  The  programme  of  vaccination  against  this  disease 
continued  during  the  year,  fourth  injections  for  primary  school 
children,  introduced  in  Spring  of  this  year,  were  virtually  completed 
before  the  summer  holidays. 
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There  was  again  no  case  of  diphtheria  during  the  year.  It  is  also 
noteworthy  that  there  has  been  no  maternal  death  from  causes  related  to 
pregnancy  during  the  past  three  years. 

From  1st  June..  1961.  increased  charges  for  orange  juice,  cod  liver 
oil  and  vitamin  tablets  came  into  force.  The  result  has  been  to  reduce 
by  half  the  amount  of  these  welfare  foods  taken  up  during  the  year. 
Corresponding  increased  sales  of  proprietary  brands  of  vitamin 
preparations  and  of  dried  and  evaporated  milks  by  chemists  suggest  that 
mothers  and  young  children  are  not  being  denied  vitamin  supplements. 
There  is  certainly  no  need  for  any  child  to  suffer  as  a result  of  these 
increased  charges,  as  free  supplies  are  available  through  the  National 
Assistance  Board  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour  in  necessitous  cases. 

I would  like  once  again  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Convener  and  members  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  and  of  the 
Children  Committee  for  their  interest  and  encouragement  during  the  year. 

I would  also  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  colleagues  in  this  and 
other  Departments  for  their  unfailing  loyalty  and  co-operation.

2.  Population.  The  estimated  population  for  the  Combined  County 
shows  a decrease  of  2,501.  The  1961  Census  figure  was  92  523  compared 
with  95,024  in  1951. 

3.  Births.  The  birth  rate  per  thousand  population  for  the  Combined 
County  was  15  6 The  figures  for  previous  years  were  1960  - 16  3 

1959  - 15.6,  1958  - 16.5,  1957  - 16  3;  1956  - 15  7.  The  figure  for 
Scotland  was  19  5 compared  to  19  4 last  year. 

As  is  usual,  the  figure  for  the  Burghs  is  slightly  higher  than  that 
for  the  Landward  area  Burghs  16  3 Landward  15  3 

The  figures  for  illegitimate  births  during  the  year  were:  Perth 

County  5 0%,  Kinross  County  1 9%,  Combined  County  4 7%.  the  figure  for  the 
Combined  County  being  the  same  as  last  year.  The  figure  for  Scotland  was 
4 6%. 
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The  still  birth  rate  (per  thousand  births  including  still  births) 
was  17.  the  same  as  last  year.  The  figure  for  Scotland  was  21  compared 
to  22  last  year. 

4.  Deaths,  The  death  rate  for  the  Combined  County  was  11.2, 
compared  to  11.0  for  I960,  10  6 for  1959,  10  2 for  1958,  10.1  for  1957 
and  10  3 for  1956.  The  figure  for  Scotland  was  12.3. 

Of  the  1,284  deaths  during  1961,  940  persons  attained  the  age  of  65 
and  upwards,  giving  a Senile  death  rate  of  70  3,  compared  to  70.3  for 
I960,  75  2 for  1959,  74  5 for  1958  and  71.5  for  1957.  646  persons 

attained  the  age  of  75  years  and  upwards  (50.3%  of  the  total  deaths)  and 
228  persons  had  attained  the  age  of  85  years  and  upwards  (17.8%  of  the 
total  deaths). 

Of  the  940  persons  who  attained  the  age  of  65  and  upwards,  398 
(42  3%)  were  males  and  542  (57  7%)  were  females.  The  figures  for  later 
ages  were:  75  years  and  upwards,  males  267(41.2%),  females  379  (59.8%); 

and  85  years  and  upwards,  males  81  (36.0%),  females  147  (64.5%). 

Heart  Disease  Heart  disease  caused  495  deaths,  giving  a rate  of 
5 5 per  thousand  population.  This  compared  with  4.9  for  1960,  5.3  for 
1959,  4 8 for  1958  391  (79.0%)  of  the  deaths  occurred  at  the  age  of  65 

and  upwards. 

Coronary  thrombosis  is  included  in  the  cause  of  death  in  214  (43%) 
of  the  cases  males  120,  females  94  The  age  distribution  of  these 
deaths  is  shown  below.

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Cancer  Cancer  and  other  malignant  conditions  caused  213  deaths, 
giving  a death  rate  of  2 4 per  thousand  compared  to  2 5 for  last  year 
130  (61%)  occurred  at  the  age  of  65  and  upwards,  compared  to  146  (63%) 
last  year. 

32  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  15%  of  the  total 
cancer  deaths,  compared  to  33  (14%  of  total  cancer  deaths)  last  year. 

Of  the  lung  cancer  deaths  this  year  23  (21%  of  male  cancer  deaths)  were 
males  and  9 (8%  of  female  cancer  deaths)  were  females.  The  age 
distribution  of  these  deaths  is  shown  below

Cerebral  Haemorrhage  Cerebral  haemorrhage  accounted  for  212 
deaths  giving  a death  rate  of  2.3,  compared  to  2 5 for  last  year.  184 
(87%)  of  the  deaths  occurred  at  the  age  of  65  and  upwards,  compared  to 
191  (84%)  last  year. 

Tuberculosis  Tuberculosis  caused  4 deaths,  giving  a rate  of  0 04 
per  thousand  of  the  population,  the  rates  for  previous  years  being  0 07 
for  1957,  0 05  for  1958,  0 07  for  1959  and  0 02  for  I960,  the 
corresponding  figures  for  Scotland  being  0 14  0 13,  0 10,  0 07  and  0 02 
for  the  years  1957  61  respectively. 

All  the  deaths  were  due  to  respiratory  tuberculosis.  The  figures 
for  Scotland  were  respiratory  0 08,  non  respiratory  0 01 

Respiratory  Disease  (excluding  pulmonary  tuberculosis)  accounted 
for  70  deaths  giving  a death  rate  of  0 77  per  thousand  population 
compared  to  0 71  for  1960  Bronchitis  caused  23  deaths  of  which  17 
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occurred  at  the  age  of  65  and  upwards,  pneumonia  caused  40  deaths  of 
which  one  occurred  at  the  age  of  less  than  one  year,  and  other 
respiratory  diseases  caused  7 deaths. 

Violent  Deaths  numbered  66.  of  which  5 were  due  to  suicide,  19  to 
road  accidents  and  42  to  other  forms  of  violence,  of  which  27  were  due 
to  accidents  in  the  home. 

Maternal  Mortality  There  have  been  no  deaths  from  causes  related 
to  pregnancy  during  the  past  three  years. 

Infant  Mortality  There  were  26  deaths  at  ages  less  than  one 
year,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  18.4  per  thousand  births, 
compared  to  32  7 last  year.  This  is  a considerable  improvement  on  last 
year  and  is  much  nearer  the  average  for  the  area  for  the  past  5 years, 
which  is  21.  Tbe  figure  for  Scotland  is  26,  the  same  as  last  year.  22 
of  the  infant  deaths  during  1961  occurred  at  ages  less  than  four  weeks, 
giving  a neonatal  death  rate  of  16  per  thousand  live  births. 

Of  the  26  deaths  during  the  year,  only  three  fell  into  the 
theoretically  preventable  group  (pneumonia  1,  accident  1,  diarrhoea  1). 
The  other  23  deaths  were  due  to  the  group  of  causes  which  includes 
congenital  debility,  prematurity  and  malformations,  compared  to  42  from 
these  causes  in  1960 

There  were  24  stillbirths,  giving  a stillbirth  rate  of  17.1  per 
thousand  total  births,  including  stillbirths,  the  same  figure  as  last 
year. 
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MEDICAL  AND  NURSING  SERVICES 


The  general  arrangements  have  remained  unchanged. 

Further  progress  was  made  with  plans  for  the  provision  of  new 
houses  or  improvements  to  existing  houses  for  district  nurses. 
Alterations  and  improvements  were  completed  at  Blair  Atholl.  Plans  were 
prepared  for  new  houses  at  Almondbank,  Auchterarder,  Fowlis  Wester  and 
Stanley  and  work  has  commenced  at  Alyth  and  Aberfoyle  and  on  the  new 
clinic  at  Killin.  Plans  are  also  being  prepared  for  a new  house  at 
Auchtergaven.  The  District  Nurse  s house  at  Scone  has  been  acquired  and 
the  furnishings  etc.  purchased  from  the  Nursing  Association.  Repeated 
efforts  were  made  to  find  a suitable  site  for  a nurse  s house  in 
Glenlyon  without  success;  and  it  has  now  been  decided  to  defer  this 
matter  meantime. 

In  some  areas  of  Scotland  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  finding 
candidates  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  District  Nursing  Service  and  while 
we  have  perhaps  been  more  fortunate  than  some,  we  have  been  finding  it 
difficult  to  obtain  suitable  replacements,  with  the  result  that  some 
districts  have  had  rather  long  periods  without  a regular  District  Nurse. 
This  position  has  been  further  aggravated  by  longterm  illness  amongst 
some  members  of  staff  and  by  difficulties  in  finding  relief  nurses.  A 
larger  share  of  the  work  has  therefore  fallen  on  nurses  in  neighbouring 
districts  who  have  responded  admirably  to  the  extra  calls  made  upon  them. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I report  the  death  of  Mrs.  Porter  who  had 
been  District  Nurse  at  Fossoway  for  15  years.  Mrs.  Porter  was  involved 
in  a motor  accident  while  on  duty  on  4th  December  and  was  admitted  to 
Clackmannan  Cottage  Hospital  where  she  died  in  February  1962.  As  a 
token  of  their  respect  for  Mrs.  Porter,  the  District  Nurses  have 
subscribed  to  the  presentation  of  a summer  seat  which  has  been  donated 
to  the  hospital  in  her  memory. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  District  Nursing  Associations  for  their 
continued  interest  in  the  Service,  and  for  their  gifts  which  aid 
materially  the  welfare  of  the  patients  and  the  nurses. 
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The  information  given  below  is  in  the  form  called  for  by  the 
Department  of  Health  for  Scotland.  All  the  Nursing  Services  are  carried 
out  by  the  District  Nurses  and  the  District  figures  are  tabulated  at  the 
end  of  this  Report. 

1.  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

(a)  Ante  natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics  No  clinics  are  held  in  the 
County,  but  County  patients  attend  the  clinics  run  by  Perth  Royal 
Infirmary  and  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary,  in  these  cities  in  conjunction 
with  the  Local  Health  Authorities.  During  1961,  512  cases  from  the 
Joint  County  received  ante-natal  and/or  post-natal  care  at  the  Perth 
Clinic  making  2,440  attendances.  Figures  for  Stirling  are  not 
available. 

(b)  Child  Welfare  Clinics  All  the  child  welfare  work  in  the 
County  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Nurses  as  Health  Visitors,  but 
during  1961,  8 County  children  from  neighbouring  districts  made  39 
attendances  at  Perth  City  Clinics. 

(c)  Dental  Care  The  Council  do  not  provide  dental  treatment  for 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  or  pre-school  children.  Until  May,  1961, 
the  Council  were  responsible  for  payment  of  the  patient  s portion  of 
denture  charges.  After  that  date  payment  of  denture  charges  in  respect 
of  this  priority  group  was  abolished,  but  the  District  Nurses  continue 
to  do  all  they  can  to  encourage  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  to  attend 
a private  dentist,  and  at  their  child  welfare  visits,  stress  the  need  to 
take  young  children  regularly  to  the  dentist.  According  to  reports  by 
the  District  Nurses,  it  would  appear  that  the  majority  of  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  do  in  fact  attend  the  dentist  regularly  at  this  time. 

(d)  Mother  and  Baby  Homes  None  are  provided. 

(e)  Day  Nurseries  None  are  provided.

(f)  Residential  Nurseries  and  Children  s Homes  No  Homes  are 
provided  by  the  Authority  for  this  group  but  all  babies  requiring 
residential  accommodation  are  admitted  to  Pitversie  Nursery,  Abernethy 
and  during  the  year  49  babies  were  accommodated  there. 

(g)  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act  1948  One 
registration  in  respect  of  a morning  nursery  at  Crieff  to  take  a maximum 
of  twelve  children  between  the  ages  of  3 and  5 was  in  force  throughout 
the  year  and  in  December  1961  registration  was  granted  in  respect  of 
a morning  nursery  in  Dunblane  to  take  a maximum  of  twelve  children 
between  the  ages  of  3 and  5 

(h)  Family  Planning  Advice  is  available  to  County  cases  at  the 
Mothers  Welfare  Clinic,  Perth  and  the  Stirling  Family  Planning  Clinic 
both  run  by  voluntary  agencies  with  small  grants  from  the  County 
Council.  During  the  year  1961,  106  old  cases  and  88  new  cases  made  280 
attendances  at  the  Perth  Clinic  and  15  old  cases  and  13  new  cases  made 
44  attendances  at  the  Stirling  Clinic. 

(i)  Melville  House  This  organisation  is  largely  supported  by 
local  authorities  and  during  the  year  13  cases  (1  maternity  2 family 
and  10  adoption)  were  dealt  with. 

(j)  Marriage  Guidance  The  work  of  the  local  Marriage  Guidance 
Council  continued  during  the  year  with  the  aid  of  grant  from  the  two 
Local  Authorities.  The  primary  object  is  to  prevent  and  if  possible 
resolve  marital  difficulties  and  thus  preserve  the  family  unit.  The 
principal  sources  of  trouble  are  the  clash  of  temperaments,  infidelity, 
drink  and  bad  budgeting  and  while  it  is  difficult  to  assess  results  in 
this  type  of  work,  it  would  appear  the  Council  is  making  a useful 
contribution  to  the  life  of  the  community.  During  the  year,  five 
County  cases  were  dealt  with.  Cases  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Council  by  doctors,  ministers,  lawyers,  etc.  at  the  request  of  either 
husband  or  wife,  and  the  Council  are  anxious  that  the  available 
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facilities  should  be  made  generally  known.  Hie  strictest  privacy  is 
assured  and  advice  is  available  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  80  South 
Street,  Perth,  every  Monday  evening  between  7 and  9 p.m. 

(k)  Prevention  of  Breakup  of  Families.  No  new  measures  were 
introduced  during  the  year. 

(l)  Welfare  Foods  The  joint  arrangement  with  Perth  City  with  a 
central  welfare  foods  department  located  at  the  Office  of  the  City 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  continued  to  work  satisfactorily.  Local 
distribution  in  the  County  is  almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
District  Nurses,  and  a lot  of  their  time  is  still  being  taken  up  both  in 
the  distribution  and  particularly  in  the  complicated  recording  system 
with  the  continued  use  of  stamped  tokens. 

Some  indication  of  the  extent  of  the  work  involved  in  distribution 
can  be  gained  from  the  figures  of  sales  of  welfare  foods.  During  the 
year  ending  31/3/62,  the  County  centres  issued  22,561  tins  of  National 
Dried  Milk  2,689  bottles  of  cod  liver  oil,  1,626  packets  of  vitamin 
tablets  and  17,681  bottles  of  orange  juice. 

From  1st  June,  1961,  any  quantity  of  orange  juice,  cod  liver  oil  or 
vitamin  tablets  could  be  bought  for  priority  groups  without  the  use  of 
coupons  at  1/6  per  bottle,  1/-  per  bottle  and  6d.  per  packet  respectively. 
Prior  to  this  cod  liver  oil  and  vitamin  tablets  were  provided  free  and 
orange  juice  cost  5d.  per  bottle.  The  effect  of  the  increased  charges 
for  welfare  foods  is  reflected  in  the  fact  that  the  quantity  of  cod 
liver  oil  and  orange  juice  taken  up  is  only  half  that  of  the  previous 
year.  Hie  sale  of  national  dried  milk  fell  too  by  a quarter,  though 
there  was  no  change  in  price.  This  suggests  that  mothers  who  previously 
took  subsidised  welfare  foods  have  changed  to  proprietary  brands  of 
powdered  milk  and  vitamin  preparations  and  this  is  confirmed  by  chemists 
who  report  increased  sales. 

Any  who  are  unable  to  afford  the  new  prices  may  get  free  supplies 
through  the  National  Assistance  Board  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour. 
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2.  Midwifery  Service 

588  births  occurred  in  the  area  during  the  year,  of  which  584  were 
live  births  and  4 stillbirths.  Of  the  588  births,  209  took  place  in 
institutions  and  379  at  home.  375  of  the  home  confinements  were 
attended  by  the  District  Nurses  and  4 by  private  practising  midwives. 

In  230  of  these  cases  a doctor  had  been  engaged  and  was  present  at  the 
confinement:  in  145  cases  a doctor  had  been  engaged,  but  was  not 

present  at  the  confinement,  but  there  was  no  case  in  which  a doctor  had 
not  been  engaged. 

All  the  District  Nurses  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  gas 
and  air  analgesia  and  apparatus  is  available  in  every  district.  During 
the  year  gas  and  air  analgesia  was  administered  in  209  cases  and 
pethidine  in  199  cases. 

Trilene  is  not  available,  but  the  Council  have  agreed  that  as  gas 
and  air  machines  become  obsolete,  they  will  be  replaced  by  trilene 
apparatus  and  allocated  to  District  Nurses  who  have  been  trained  in  its 
use  whilst  in  hospital. 

3.  Health  Visiting 

A total  of  37,300  visits  were  paid  by  the  District  Nurses  as  Health 
Visitors.  Of  these,  3,953  were  paid  to  1,017  expectant  mothers,  12,903 
visits  were  paid  to  2,936  children  under  one  year  of  age,  14,643  visits 
were  paid  to  5,908  children  between  the  ages  of  1 and  5 years,  4,697 
visits  were  paid  for  advisory  purposes  to  457  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis,  and  1,104  visits  were  paid  to  683  miscellaneous  cases. 
Nurses’  efforts  in  the  field  of  Health  Education  are  described  later  in 
this  Report. 

4.  Home  Nursing 

A total  of  75,558  home  nursing  visits  were  made  by  the  District 
Nurses  during  the  year  to  a total  of  4,254  persons.  An  increasing 
number  of  visits  were  made  to  give  injections  of  various  sorts,  chiefly 
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antibiotics,  but  of  the  total  visits,  51,427  were  paid  to  a total  of 
1,934  elderly  persons  over  the  age  of  sixty-five.  No  special  arrange- 
ments are  made  for  nursing  sick  children,  which  is  undertaken  as  part  of 
the  general  arrangements  for  home  nursing. 

All  these  nursing  visits  made  to  old  people  must  have  helped 
considerably  to  relieve  the  pressure  on  hospital  beds,  but  it  is  not 
possible  to  give  figures  of  the  number  of  cases  in  which  home  care  was 
provided  for  patients  who  might  otherwise  have  had  to  be  admitted  to 
hospital.  It  is  perhaps  significant,  however,  that  90%  of  the  cases 
given  home  help  during  the  year  were  aged  65  and  over,  compared  to  85% 
last  year,  and  that  442  of  the  940  deaths  during  the  year  of  persons 
aged  65  and  over  47%  occurred  at  home,  compared  to  51%  last  year. 

5.  Domestic  Help 

During  the  year  86  part-time  domestic  helps  were  employed  under  the 
Domestic  Help  Scheme  and  155  cases  were  dealt  with,  made  up  as  follows 
Home  confinements  4,  Tuberculosis  2,  miscellaneous  cases  149  including 
140  old  persons  no  longer  able  to  manage  alone.  Sitters-in  are  not 
employed  as  such  and  night  help  is  provided  only  in  home  confinement 
cases. 

6.  Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  The  number  of  vaccinations  notified 
during  the  year  was  912  Information  abstracted  from  the  Child  Welfare 
Records  shows  that  at  31/12/61,  64%  of  children  aged  0/12  months  had 
been  vaccinated,  and  of  children  aged  1 to  5 years,  86%  had  been 
vaccinated.  Records  of  school  medical  examinations  show  that  84%  of  all 
children  examined  during  the  year  ending  31/7/61  had  been  vaccinated 
(entrants  84%,  1951  group  84%.  1947  group  86%,  1944  group  90%) 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

During  the  year  1,267  children  were  notified  as  having  been  immunised 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  using  the  combined 
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prophylactic,  which  was  the  only  one  issued  by  the  County  Health 
Department  during  the  year.  In  addition  1.329  children  received  a 
boosting  dose,  also  of  the  combined  prophylactic. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  The  programme  of  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  continued  during  the  year  1961.  The  following  table  shows 
the  number  vaccinated  with  two  injections  during  1961:

For  pre-school  children  and  adults  three  injections  are  regarded  as 
necessary  to  provide  adequate  protection  and  at  the  end  of  1960  28  759 

persons  including  primary  school  children  had  received  three  injections. 
During  1961,  however,  the  Department  of  Health  intimated  that  for 
primary  school  children  a fourth  injection  is  required  to  give  an 
increased  level  of  protection  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  7 780  fourth 
injections  had  been  given. 

The  need  for  fourth  injections  was  intimated  to  us  in  the  Spring 
and  in  order  to  give  this  extra  protection  before  the  season  when 
poliomyelitis  is  most  prevalent,  every  effort  was  made  to  carry  out 
fourth  injections  before  the  school  summer  holidays.  This  involved  a 
great  deal  of  work  not  only  for  the  staff  of  this  Department,  but  also 
for  the  headteachers  of  all  the  schools  in  the  County  and  we  are  very 
grateful  for  their  help  without  which  it  would  have  been  impossible  to 
carry  out  the  programme  of  vaccination. 

The  response  in  respect  of  pre -school  and  school  children  in  this 
area  has  been  excellent  and  a survey  of  pre-school  children  carried  out 
at  31/12/61  showed  that  85%  had  received  three  injections  against 
poliomyelitis.  The  response  from  adults  has  however,  been 
disappointing  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  introduction  of  oral  vaccine 
next  year  we  may  have  a better  response  from  the  adult  population. 
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Propaganda  The  excellent  response  to  smallpox  vaccination  and 
diphtheria/whooping  cough  immunisation  in  this  area  is  very  largely  due 
to  the  efforts  of  the  District  Nurses  in  co-operation  with  the  family 
doctors.  Figures  are  abstracted  and  summarised  results,  detailed  for 
each  district,  are  issued  both  to  District  Nurses  and  the  family  doctors 
in  the  area.  As  a result,  over  the  last  few  years  the  variations 
between  districts  have  been  levelled  up  very  considerably.  No  other 
forms  of  propaganda  are  employed  for  these  schemes. 

In  the  case  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination,  in  addition  to  propaganda 
by  the  District  Nurses,  the  Head  Teachers  have  also  helped  very 
considerably  by  urging  parents  to  complete  the  registration  forms  and 
propaganda  has  also  been  obtained  through  Press  advertisement  and 
posters  displayed  in  Post  Offices,  places  of  employment,  etc. 

General  In  this  area,  all  the  vaccinations  against  smallpox  are 
carried  out  by  the  general  practitioners.  Similarly  all  the  primary 
immunisations  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  are  carried 
out  by  the  general  practitioners,  but  with  few  exceptions  all  the 
reinforcing  doses  are  given  by  the  County  Medical  staff  at  school 
inspections.  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Medical  staff  at  special  sessions  held  throughout  the  area. 

7.  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  Aftercare 

(a)  Tuberculosis  In  this  area  we  are  very  fortunate  in  that  the 
Hospital  and  Local  Authority  services  are  very  closely  integrated, 
working  virtually  as  a unified  team,  and  we  are  now  seeing  definite 
results  of  all  the  work  done  in  previous  years.  Much  of  the  immediate 
preventive  work,  e.g.  examination  of  contacts,  is  done  by  the  Area  Chest 
Physician  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  but  the  Council  staff  operate 
directly  a scheme  for  the  tuberculin  testing  and  where  necessary  the 
B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school  leavers,  and  details  of  these  are  given  in 
Appendix  III.

The  number  of  new  respiratory  cases  this  year  shows  an  increase  of 
12  over  last  year's  figure.  There  were  393  respiratory  cases  on  the 
list  at  31/12/61  as  against  467  in  1960,  this  decrease  being  due  to  the 
fact  that  a number  of  cases  had  shown  no  activity  over  a period  of  years 
and  were  discharged.  69  cases  received  hospital  care,  compared  to  47 
last  year  and  there  was  no  delay  in  admission.  There  were  4 deaths  from 
respiratory  tuberculosis,  compared  to  2 last  year.  There  were  12  new 
non- respiratory  cases,  compared  to  11  last  year. 

171  home  contacts  of  respiratory  cases  were  examined  for  the  first 
time,  and  528  contacts  previously  examined  had  a follow-up  examination, 
an  average  of  4 contacts  per  confirmed  case.  In  addition  26  works 
contacts  were  examined  for  the  first  time  and  12  works  contacts 
previously  examined  had  a follow-up  examination.  Active  disease  was 
found  in  10  contacts.  29  contacts  of  the  12  non- respiratory  cases  were 
also  examined  for  the  first  time  and  31  contacts  previously  examined  had 
a follow-up  examination,  with  negative  results. 

Under  the  general  scheme  for  providing  B.C.G.  vaccination,  169 
persons  were  tuberculin  tested.  Of  these  115  were  found  to  be  tuberculin 
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negative,  and  all  were  successfully  vaccinated.  These  figures  do  not 
include  the  group  of  school  leavers  who  are  dealt  with  separately  below. 

During  the  year  extra  nourishment  grants  were  given  in  24  cases, 
and  as  usual  sputum  containers  and  disinfectants  were  supplied  where 
required. 

B C G Vaccination  of  School  Children  In  applying  the  scheme  for 
the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  under  the  National  Health  Service 
(Scotland)  Act,  1947,  which  is  a function  of  the  Joint  County  Council  as 
Local  Health  Authority,  it  has  been  found  convenient  as  far  as  school 
children  are  concerned,  to  operate  the  scheme  on  a joint  basis  with 
Perth  City  within  the  framework  of  the  School  Health  Service.  It  is 
therefore  also  more  convenient  to  report  on  the  basis  of  the  school 
session  rather  than  the  calendar  year. 

B.  C.G.  vaccination  was  introduced  during  session  1953-54,  so  that 
this  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  July,  1961,  covers  the  eighth  year 
of  work.  In  brief  the  scheme  provides  for  the  tuberculin  testing  of 
children  approaching  school  leaving  age,  generally  during  the  year 
preceding  the  fourteenth  birthday,  in  order  to  ensure  sufficient  time 
for  follow-up  before  leaving  school  these  children  found  to  be 
tuberculin  negative  are  given  B.C.G.  vaccination,  those  found  to  be 
tuberculin  positive  are  subsequently  given  a chest  X-ray  by  the  Mass 
Radiography  Unit,  members  of  school  staffs  are  also  included  in  the 
M M.R.  Survey,  as  are  children  in  the  selected  age  group  who  for  any 
reason  have  not  been  tuberculin  tested.  The  facilities  available  have 
been  offered  to  the  private  schools  in  the  area  and  all  have  accepted 

The  detailed  results  for  the  year  are  shown  in  Appendix  III.  The 
overall  acceptance  rate  was  94%  (City  96%,  County  92%).  1,781  children 

were  tuberculin  tested  (City  707,  County  1,074)  with  an  overall  positive 
rate  (excluding  private  schools)  of  12%  (City  10%,  County  13%),  compared 
with  15%  (City  13%,  County  15%)  for  the  year  1959-60, 
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Since  the  scheme  started  in  1953  -54  a total  of  10,454  children 
been  vaccinated,  and  so  far  none  of  these  young  people  has  developed 
tuberculosis.  While  it  is  perhaps  early  yet  to  regard  the  scheme  as 
completely  successful,  it  would  appear  to  be  giving  very  adequate 
protection  to  those  young  people  during  their  adolescent  years. 

(c)  Mass  Radiography  This  section  also  refers  to  the  school 
session  1960-61, 

(a)  School  Children.  The  children  examined  in  both  County  and  City 
included  children  found  to  be  tuberculin  positive  at  the  preliminary 
testing  for  B.  C.G. , those  absent  on  the  day  of  tuberculin  testing  and  a 
number  for  whom  the  parents  had  refused  B.C.G.  Altogether  351  children 
were  examined  (197  boys  and  154  girls)  Of  these  9 (2  6%)  were  recalled 
for  large  films  (6  boys,  3 girls),  no  tuberculous  disease  being  found. 

(b)  School  Staffs.  This  survey  includes  all  teaching  nursing 
clerical  and  dining  staff  and  janitors  employed  throughout  the  County. 
The  total  number  of  staff  examinations  was  1 347  (men  363  women  1 Oil) 
Recall  for  large  film  was  necessary  in  17  cases  (1  3%)  - 6 men  (1  6%) 
and  11  women  (1  9%),  but  no  tuberculous  disease  was  found. 

(c)  Others.  Facilities  for  X-ray  were  offered  to  the  staff  at  Taymouth 
Castle  C D.  Training  School  and  61  (45  males  16  females)  were  X-rayed 

2 males  being  recalled  for  large  film.  Patients  and  staff  at  Strathearn 
Home  were  also  included,  45  males  and  16  females  being  X-rayed  and  1 
male  and  1 female  recalled  for  large  film. 

(d)  Public  Sessions.  This  year  the  Unit  staff  were  able  to  spend  a 

longer  period  in  this  area  and  public  sessions  were  held  in  twelve 
centres  viz:  Coupar  Angus  Dunkeld  Errol  Killin,  Aberfoyle 

Blackford  Dunning  Comrie  Crieff,  Methven,  Stanley  and  Kinross.  In 
all  cases  we  were  fortunate  in  having  the  wholehearted  support  of  the 
local  Councils  and  we  are  indebted  to  the  Councils,  Headteachers  of  the 
local  schools  Ministers  and  others  who  helped  in  advertising  the 
sessions.  Advance  publicity  was  obtained  through  the  delivery  of  a 
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leaflet  explaining  the  scheme  to  each  household  in  the  district.  These 
leaflets  were  delivered  by  local  school  children  and  publicity  was  also 
given  to  the  visit  by  announcements  from  the  pulpit  by  the  local 
ministers,  by  the  display  of  posters  in  shops  and  by  advertisement  in 
the  press.  The  response  from  the  public  was  very  good  and  we  would  like 
to  thank  all  those  whose  efforts  contributed  to  the  success  of  the 
scheme.  The  results  are  as  follows

All  of  these  sessions,  and  those  held  during  the  past  six  years 
have  shown  excellent  results,  having  regard  to  the  limited  time 
available  at  each  centre,  but  the  actual  number  of  cases  found  has  been 
very  small.  Consideration  is  now  being  given  to  directing  our  efforts 
towards  certain  groups  of  the  population  more  likely  to  yield  positive 
results  such  as  those  with  chronic  coughs,  contacts  of  known  cases, 
those  exposed  to  special  risk  because  of  the  nature  of  their  employment 
(nurses,  doctors  and  medical  students)  and  those  coming  into  close 
contact  with  large  numbers  of  the  population  (hairdressers,  bus  drivers 
and  conductors,  teachers  etc.). 

By  concentrating  on  these  groups  it  is  expected  that  M.M.R.  will  be 
a more  effective  and  a more  economic  case-finding  instrument. 
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(d)  Epileptics  and  Spastics  Nothirgnew  is  available  to 
supplement  the  information  given  on  this  subject  in  previous  reports. 


(e)  Chiropody  This  service,,  provided  mainly  by  voluntary 
organisations,  continued  to  expand  throughout  the  area  and  there  are  now 
33  such  centres.  These  are  mainly  provided  from  funds  of  the  former 
District  Nursing  Associations  local  Old  People  s Welfare  Committee  and 
the  Red  Cross,  but  the  County  Council  continue  to  make  grants  to  a 
number  of  these  organisations.  Chiropody  services  are  available  at  the 
following  Centres

(f)  Prevention  of  Home  Accidents  During  the  year  there  were  27 
deaths  caused  by  accidents  in  the  home,  compared  to  14  last  year.  There 
is  no  local  Home  Safety  Committee  in  the  area  but  propaganda  through 
the  Health  and  Education  staffs  is  used.  The  District  Nurses  acting  in 
their  capacity  as  Health  Visitors  try  during  their  visits  to  homes  to 
impress  on  parents  and  old  people  the  need  for  care  in  guarding  against 
accident  from  fire,  scalding,  tripping  over  loose  rugs  etc. 

(g)  Smoking  and  Lung  Cancer  There  are  no  new  developments  to 
report  regarding  the  Smoking  and  Lung  Cancer  campaign. 

(h)  Early  Ascertainment  of  Defective  Vision  This  matter  is  dealt 
with  in  the  separate  School  Health  Service  Report. 
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(i)  Health  Education  The  usual  short  talks  and  demonstrations  on 
health  topics  were  given  during  the  year  by  the  District  Nurses  to 
women  s organisations  mostly  W.R.I.  and  Woman  s Guild  meetings,  the 
total  number  being  70  talks  and  22  demonstrations.  Eight  talks  were 
given  at  meetings  of  various  adult  organisations  by  members  of  the 
medical  staff  of  the  Department. 

The  Medical  Lecturer  of  the  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Education 
paid  a week  s visit  to  the  County,  giving  talks  to  the  pupils  of  twelve 
County  schools. 


8.  Infectious  Diseases 


During  the  year  1961,  the  death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population 
from  the  principal  infectious  diseases  was  0 04  for  the  Combined  County, 
compared  to  0 02  for  last  year. 

The  number  of  confirmed  cases  of  infectious  disease  coming  to  the 
notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  whether  by  notification  or

of  infectious  diseases  remained  low. 


No  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  and  apart  from  one  case  which  was 
infected  from  outwith  the  area,  no  case  has  occurred  now  for  twelve 
years.  There  were  21  cases  of  dysentery,  compared  to  17  last  year,  but 
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none  of  the  cases  were  in  any  way  related.  No  cases  of  food  poisoning 
occurred.  There  were  2 cases  of  influenzal  pneumonia  6 cases  of  acute 
primary  pneumonia  and  13  cases  of  pneumonia  not  otherwise  notifiable, 
these  figures  being  average  for  this  area. 

28  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified,  compared  to  63  last  year. 
Of  these,  the  majority  were  school  children,  and  as  our  scheme  for 
immunisation  using  the  combined  antigen  against  diphtheria  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  was  introduced  only  in  1955,  many  would  not  be 
protected  against  whooping  cough.  15  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were 
notified,  compared  to  55  last  year.

10.  Mental  Health 

During  the  year  eleven  patients  were  admitted  to  Mental  Hospitals 
at  the  instance  of  Authorised  Officers  - Murthly  Hospital  7 and  Murray 
Royal  Hospital  4 Of  this  number  one  was  admitted  as  a voluntary 
patient. 
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Three  mental  defectives  were  admitted  to  Strathmartine  Hospital  and 
one  to  Waverley  Park  Institution,  all  on  an  informal  basis. 

The  number  of  mental  defectives  under  guardianship  remained  at  four, 
no  new  cases  being  placed  during  the  year. 

On  behalf  of  the  Eastern  Regional  Hospital  Board  statutory  super- 
vision and  after- care  were  given  to  three  patients  suffering  from  mental 
illness  and  who  had  been  placed  under  guardianship. 

Extensive  use  continued  to  be  made  of  the  Perth  Mental  Clinic. 

At  the  Senior  Occupational  Centre  at  Blairgowrie  there  were  seven 
pupils  in  attendance  at  the  end  of  the  year  including  one  from  Perth 

City. 

11.  Orthopaedic  Service 

This  Regional  Hospital  Board  Service  continues  to  function  within 
the  framework  of  the  County  Health  Department  with  advantage  to  all 
concerned.  The  undernoted  figures  show  the  work  done  during  the  year.

(c)  Deaf  and  Dumb  The  Dundee  Mission  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 

continued  to  carry  out  on  behalf  of  the  Council  their  duties  in  relation 
to  the  welfare  of  the  deaf  and  dumb.

There  were  no  cases  necessitating  the  use  of  compulsory  powers  of 
removal  during  the  year. 


Care  of  Property  of  Persons  admitted  to  Hospital,  etc. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  protection  of  moveable  property  of 
11  persons  admitted  to  Hospitals  and  Homes  during  the  year.  Including 
property  taken  into  care  in  previous  years,  protection  was  given  in  35 
cases.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  was  30. 


Burial  or  Cremation  of  the  Dead

(a)  Staff  The  Home  has  been  fully  staffed  during  the  year. 
Previous  reports  have  stressed  the  undesirability  of  staff  changes. 

This  year  there  was  only  one  change  so  that  continuity  of  the  child/ 
staff  relationship  was  well  maintained. 

(b)  Social  Activities  Over  the  year  the  children  have  enjoyed 

a variety  of  entertainments. 

Summer  outings  and  picnics  were  provided  by  members  of  Craigie 
Church  Perth,  and  the  members  of  Crieff  Round  Table. 

The  staff  of  Messrs.  Todd  & Duncan  continue  to  take  a very  active 
interest  in  the  children  and  never  forget  a birthday  and  Christmas 
present  to  every  child  in  the  Home. 

Outings  to  Leven  and  the  Edinburgh  Zoo  organised  by  the  Matron  are 
always  very  popular.  This  year  the  outing  to  Leven  was  also  enjoyed  by 
some  23  children  from  necessitous  homes  in  the  County  and  thanks  are  due 
to  voluntary  helpers  who  assisted  at  this  outing. 
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Organisations  such  as  Church  Guilds,  Women’s  Rural  Institutes,  and 
also  individuals  continue  to  take  a keen  interest  in  the  children  in  the 
Home. 

Members  of  the  Soroptomists  Society  entertained  the  children  to  a 
visit  to  the  Perth  Pantomime  and  provided  high  tea,  etc.,  thereafter. 
This  was  indeed  a most  enjoyable  outing. 

Christmas  should  be  a happy  time  for  all  children  and  children  in 
Homes  should  be  no  exception.  It  was  most  considerate  of  the  members  of 
Crieff  Round  Table  to  call  at  the  Home  with  Christmas  presents  to  each 
child.  The  children  had  a very  happy  Christmas  Party  and  quite  a number 
of  old  girls  and  boys  were  present.  They  are  always  assured  of  a warm 
welcome. 

(c)  Matron  Since  1946,  the  County  Council  have  had  a Children’ s 
Home  and  since  then  Mrs.  Aitken  has  been  Matron.  She  has  decided  to 
retire  early  in  March,  and  it  is  going  to  be  very  difficult  to  visualise 
our  Children  s Home  without  Mrs.  Aitken.  During  the  sixteen  years  she 
has  been  Matron,  she  has  carried  out  her  duties  conscientiously  and 
diligently.  Her  success  has  been  due  to  her  aptitude  for  dealing  with 
children  and  young  persons  and  throughout  the  Combined  County  she  has 
been  a very  popular  Matron.  Many  children  who  have  been  in  the  Home 
return  to  see  her  from  time  to  time  and  at  Christmas  she  receives 
messages  of  good-will  from  young  people  both  in  Britain  and  abroad, 
whose  thoughts  turn  towards  home  at  the  festive  season.  All  will  wish 
Mrs.  Aitken  to  enjoy  her  well-earned  retirement.

5.  Adoption 

During  the  year,  10  Adoption  Orders  were  granted  in  respect  of 
children  who  were  in  the  Council's  care.  9 children  were  placed  with  a 
view  to  adoption  and  of  these  6 Adoption  Orders  have  been  granted. 

19  notifications  under  the  Adoption  Act,  1958,  were  received.  29 
were  supervised  during  the  probationary  period. 

Waiting  lists  of  people  wishing  to  adopt  children  are  still  long, 
and  numerous  enquiries  are  received  from  persons  at  home  and  abroad 
desirous  of  adopting  a family. 

6.  Children  Act,  1958 

No  notifications  were  received  during  the  year.  Five  children  were 
supervised.  Home  conditions  and  standard  of  care  and  maintenance  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

7.  General  Remarks 

The  Child  Care  Service  continues  to  play  an  important  part  in  the 
life  of  the  community.  There  are  many  and  varied  aspects  and,  although 
many  improvements  have  been  made  since  1948,  there  is  still  room  for  more. 
Towards  this  end,  the  Scottish  Advisory  Council  on  Child  Care  have  a 
appointed  Special  Committees  to  enquire  into  and  report  on  (1)  "Remand 
Homes  in  Scotland",  (2)  the  Law  relating  to  the  treatment  of  juvenile 
delinquents  and  juveniles  in  need  of  care  or  protection  or  beyond  parental 
control  and  (3)  whether  local  authorities  in  Scotland  should  be  given  new 
powers  and  duties  to  prevent  or  forestall  the  suffering  of  children 
through  neglect  in  their  own  homes.  In  due  course,  Reports  will  be  issued 
in  which  recommendations  will  be  made  to  improve  existing  legislation  and 
bring  about  a better  service  for  the  care  of  children  and  young  persons. 

It  is  a fact  that,  despite  greatly  improved  living  conditions  and  a wider 
distribution  of  material  wealth,  juvenile  delinquency  continues  to  rise  as 
does  the  number  of  deprived  children  received  into  care  of  local  author- 
ities. This  is  a growing  social  problem  caused  largely  by  parents,  unable 
to  adjust  to  rapidly  changing  patterns  of  living,  providing  unsatisfactory 
home  conditions.  Local  Authorities,  through  their  Children's  Departments, 
endeavour  to  prevent  family  breakdowns  but  have  very  limited  resources  with 
which  to  combat  this  social  problem,  and  therefore  look  for  additional 
powers  and  resources  to  do  so.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS 
FOOD  SAMPLING 

Food  and  Drugs  Sampling  was  again  carried  out  regularly  during  the 
year  resulting  in  the  disclosure  of  nine  offences,  seven  of  which  were 
dealt  with  by  forwarding  reports  to  the  Procurator  Fiscal  In  the  other 
two  cases,  one  of  whisky  at  68.9°  Droof  and  one  of  sausages  containing 
80  p.p.m.  Sulnhur  Dioxide,  warning  letters  were  sent. 

As  in  previous  years  there  were  a number  of  offences  relating  to 
excess  oreservatives  in  mince  and  sausages.  It  is  interesting  to  recoid 
that  in  one  case,  because  a butcher  recognised  the  Sampling  Officers  an 
intriguing  position  arose.  In  this  particular  instance,  which  took 
place  in  July,  the  Sampling  Officer  asked  for  three-quarters  of  a pound 
of  mince  indicating  a tray  containing  mince  which  was  on  display  on  a 
back  bench.  The  butcher  moved  towards  the  back  shop  presumably  to  cut 
fresh  meat  for  mincing  but  the  Sampling  Officer  insisted  that  the  sample 
be  taken  from  the  particular  tray  on  display  Before  handing  over  the 
sample  the  butcher  stated  that  what  he  was  selling  was  in  fact  sausage 
meat  in  course  of  manufacture,  although  at  that  moment  it  did  not 
contain  condiments  or  cereals  The  officers  took  their  sample  of 
"sausage  meat  without  the  additives"  although  it  was  obvious  the  butchei 
had  "twigged"  the  situation  and  was  taking  defensive  action  Analysis 
in  fact  showed  that  the  sample  contained  80  p.p.m.  S.O^  which  would  have 
been  an  offence  if  the  sample  had  been  sold  as  mince.  It  was  decided 
not  to  proceed  with  this  case  because  of  the  small  amount  of  preserva- 
tive present,  but  it  appears  that  this  argument  could  be  used  by  other 
butchers  contravening  the  Regulations  and  a certain  course  of  action 
will  be  taken  when  this  situation  again  arises. 

Only  3 cases  of  adulterated  whisky  were  brought  to  light  during  the 
year  This  again  indicates  that  although  regular  sampling  keeps

offences  of  this  nature  to  a minimum  some  vendors  still  find  it  worth 
while  to  add  water  and  take  their  chance.  A "nip"  of  water  added  to  a 
bottle  of  whisky  reduces  the  strength  by  about  2.5°  proof.  The 
increased  profit  on  a bottle  is  about  2/6d.  and  this  arrears  to  some 
licencees  to  be  a justifiable  risk  as,  even  if  they  are  caught,  40 
bottles  would  cover  a £5  fine. 

One  ice  cream  sample  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  and  revealed  a 
rather  unfortunate  state  of  affairs.  The  sample  was  taken  from  a 
reputable  family  business  and  no  excuse  was  given  excent  that  the 
proprietor  had  been  using  this  recipe  for  some  time  and  was  under  the 
impression  this  his  product  was  genuine.  Samples  can  only  be  taken  from 
these  premises  in  the  evening  when  the  shop  is  open  and  as  the  bulk  of 
sampling  is  done  during  daytime  the  effect  of  routine  sampling  had  not 
hitherto  affected  this  proprietor.  The  owner  has  now  altered  his  recipe 
to  comply  with  the  required  standard.  Although  it  is  not  a common 
occurence  for  shops  to  be  open  only  in  the  evening  it  does  prove  that  to 
be  effective  sampling  must  be  on  a round-the-clock  vigil. 

Two  years  ago  several  food  businesses  in  the  County  were  visited  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  the  owners  their  obligations  under  the  Merchan- 
dise Marks  (Imported  Goods)  No.  4 Order,  1929,  with  respect  to  imported 
tomatoes  which  must  be  labelled  as  such.  At  that  time  various 
shopkeepers  contravening  the  Order  were  warned  by  letter.  This  year 
that  action  was  followed  up  by  reporting  offenders  to  the  Procurator 
Fiscal.  Three  cases  were  taken  and  in  each  case  fines  were  imposed. 

Once  again  in  spite  of  previous  warnings  ignorance  of  the  law  was 
pleaded.  It  was  noted,  however,  that  large  multiple  firms  seem  to  make 
it  their  business  to  keep  abreast  with  the  times  and  no  contraventions 
were  noted  at  their  premises. 

As  in  previous  years  a large  selection  of  foods  were  sampled  on  an 
informal  basis  but  only  four  milks  were  found  to  be  "non-genuine" . 
Follow-up  samples  in  these  cases  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

The  total  weight  of  food  condemned  during  1961  was  approximately  114 
tons.  The  number  of  visits  in  this  connection  was  78. 

A request  was  made  by  a large  Canning  Factory  in  the  County  to  give 
an  opinion  on  the  soundness  of  frozen  fish  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
fish  fingers.  The  consignment  in  question  consisted  of  six  tons  of 
frozen  fish  sold  to  the  cannery  in  blocks.  The  cannery,  by  carrying  out 
laboratory  tests  on  the  blocks  of  fish,  found  that  over  50%  of  the 
blocks  did  not  meet  their  requirements  as  to  soundness.  The  cannery 
requested  an  oninion  on  the  fish  and  it  was  found  on  inspection  that 
when  the  frozen  blocks  were  broken  they  had  a strong  smell.  When  the 
fish  was  heated  in  hot  water  the  smell  became  much  stronger. 

The  blocks  of  fish  were  considered  to  be  unsound  and  were  returned 
to  the  supplier  in  Aberdeen  who  stated  that  they  would  be  used  for  the 
manufacture  of  fish  manure.  The  Sanitary  Authorities  in  Aberdeen  were 
notified  of  the  circumstances  and  asked  to  ensure  that  this  was  done. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

On  1st  September,  1961,  that  part  of  the  Food  (Meat  Inspection) 
Regulations  (Scotland)  1961,  requiring  ante-mortem  inspection  of 
animals  for  slaughter  for  human  consumption  came  into  operation.  This 
involved  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  additional  visits  to  the  slaughter- 
houses and  at  one  bacon  factory  an  additional  67  hours  was  spent  during 
the  year  on  this  work.  All  live  animals  detained  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  and  all  casualty  animals  were  examined  by  the  veterinary 
meat  inspector  before  slaughter. 

The  number  and  class  of  animals  slaughtered  and  the  condemnations 
made  during  the  year  are  shown  in  Table  I.  Table  II  shows  the  reasons 
for  condemnations.  It  will  be  noted  from  these  tables  that  716  of  the 
14,492  animals  slaughtered  were  wholly  or  partially  condemned  and  the 
weight  of  meat  condemned  was  16,433  lbs.

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MILK  AND  DAIRIES 


All  registered  producers  in  the  County  held  designated  licences  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  During  the  year,  however,  conditions  at  certain 
dairies  necessitated  the  revocation  of  5 designated  licences.  These 
licences  were  re-issued  in  4 cases  after  the  premises  were  brought  uo  to 
standard,  the  methods  were  improved  and  satisfactory  milk  was  produced. 
In  the  other  case  the  producer  appealed  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
against  the  decision  of  the  Council  and,  as  no  decision  was  given  on  the 
appeal  before  the  end  of  the  year,  the  licence  was  still  in  force  at 
that  time. 


REGISTRATIONS 

The  number  of  Certificates  of  Registration  in  the  County  at  the  end 
of  1961  was  347.  This  number  comprised:

DAIRY  BYELAWS 


All  dairies  were  surveyed  during  the  year  and  producers  were 
notified  of  any  defects  in  their  premises.  It  was  found  during  the 
survey  that,  of  the  254  dairies  in  the  County,  155  did  not  comply  in  all 
respects  with  the  Dairy  Byelaws  or  other  relative  Acts  or  Orders.  The 
contraventions  varied  from  minor  items,  such  as  the  lack  of  gauze  on 
milk  store  windows  to  major  items  such  as  the  lack  of  proper 
dungstances.  At  the  end  of  1961,  112  of  these  producers  had  carried  out 
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all  the  work  necessary.  In  the  remaining  cases  the  work  is  in  hand  or 
undertakings  have  been  given  that  the  work  will  be  completed  within  a 
specified  period.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  only  12  dairies 
have  yet  to  complete  the  outstanding  work. 

T e survey  of  the  dairies  and  the  necessary  follow-ur  visits  to 
discuss  improvements  with  producers,  involved  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  in 
a considerable  amount  of  extra  work  during  the  year.  This  extra  work 
has  been  well  worth  while  and  it  is  satisfying  to  hear  that  a number  of 
dairymen  are  as  pleased  with  t^e  improvements  as  we  are. 

All  dairymen  were  not  over  anxious  to  s^end  money  on  their  premises 
and,  as  usual,  their  premises  were  usually  most  in  need  of  improvement. 
In  such  cases  the  improvements  would  not  have  been  effected  without  the 
support  received  from  the  Milk  and  ! airies  huh  Committee.  In  other 
cases  the  dairymen  were  anxious  to  meet  the  requirements  of  t'  e Council 
and  without  their  co-ooeration  our  task  would  have  been  most  difficult 

By  the  end  of  1962  all  our  dairies  should  be  at  least  up  to  the 
minimum  legal  standards  required  and  many  of  them  far  in  advance  of  that, 
so  far  in  advance,  in  fact,  that  the  proposed  new  Byelaws,  now  in  model 
form,  will  probably  pass  unnoticed  by  them.

The  results  of  milk  samples  taken  in  the  County  during  1961  reveal 
a marked  improvement  when  compared  with  the  results  of  milk  samples 
taken  in  1960,  The  percentages  of  unsatisfactory  samnles  taken  both  of 
Certified  and  T.T.  milk  have  been  considerably  reduced. 
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The  figures  are  as  follows

These  figures  include  sample  results  from  dairies  where  the 
producers  being  unable  to  reach  consistently  the  standard  set  by  the 
above  Order  for  "Certified"  milk,,  have  changed  over  to  the  production  of 
"T.T.  " milk. 

If  the  comparatively  high  number  of  unsatisfactory  samples  procured 
from  these  dairies  at  which  T.T  milk  only  is  now  being  produced  is 
discounted,  the  failures  for  1961  would  be  further  reduced  to  17%. 

All  samnles  taken  from  three  dairies  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
"T.T.  " Milk

All  samples  taken  from  134  dairies  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  my  opinion  this  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  unsatisfactory 
samples  taken  during  1961  can  be  attributed  mainly  (a)  to  the  action 
taken  by  the  Milk  Sub-Committee  to  emphasise  the  requirements  of  the 
above  Order  to  those  producers  who,  by  reason  of  (i)  failure  to  remedy 
defects  in  their  premises  timeously,  (li)  poor  methods  or  (iii)  lack  of 
proper  care,  have,  from  time  to  time  produced  milk  which  is  below  the 
standards  required  by  the  Milk  Special  Designation  Order  and  (b)  to  the 
efforts  of  these  producers  who  have  sought  to  comply  consistently  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Order. 


Sample  Failures 

The  figures  for  1961  show  a drop  in  the  number  of  consecutive  sample 
failures  wl  ich  seems  to  indicate  that  producers  now  quickly  check  the 
methods  and  conditions  under  which  their  milk  is  produced  when  there  are 
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failures.  Our  careless  producers  are  still  with  us,  however,  and  the 
only  way  of  dealing  with  them  seems  to  be  constant  supervision. 

Sample  failures  were  mainly  traced  to  difficulties  with  staff, 
faulty  steam  raisers,  perished  rubbers,  inefficient  washing  and 
sterilisation  and  careless  udder  washing. 

Although  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  equipment  has  risen,  the 
standard  of  cooling  milk  on  many  farms  is  not  good.  Many  producers  and 
their  staff  do  not  make  proper  use  of  the  resources  at  their  disposal 
and,  in  particular,  producers  who  rely  only  on  water  could  use  it  more 
efficiently.  It  is  also  unfortunate  that  producers  do  not  appreciate 
that  when  milk  leaves  the  farms  improperly  cooled  and  is  bumped  about  on 
the  lorry  for  considerable  distances  it  arrives  at  the  creamery  with  its 
quality  much  impaired. 


"Certified"  Milk 

The  oolicy  of  sampling  "Certified"  producers  once  a month  is  having 
the  desired  effect  of  weeding  out  the  poorer  producers  and  showing  the 
very  high  standard  that  others  have  consistently  maintained.  During  the 
year  many  samples  with  bacteria  counts  in  the  low  hundreds  were  obtained. 
The  frequent  sampling  also  anpears  to  have  stimulated  a greater  interest 
in  the  results. 


REVOCATION  OF  DESIGNATED  LICENCES 


After  considering  reports  on  certain  unsatisfactory  dairies  where 
the  milk  produced  did  not  comnly  with  the  annropriate  standard  of  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders,  the  following  action  was  taken  by 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Sub-Committee. 

Warnings  issued  7 

Licences  revoked  5 
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When  a Licence  is  revoked  the  Producer  concerned  may  immediately 
apply  for  a new  Licence.  Within  7 days  of  receipt  of  this  aoplication 
a first  sample  is  taken.  Samnles  are  taken  at  weekly  intervals  and 
when  (a)  3 consecutive  satisfactory  samples  are  procured  and  (b) 
conditions  at  the  dairy  are  found  to  be  satisfactory  a new  Licence  is 
issued.

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The  revocation  of  Designated  Licences  is  a step  which  is  taken  only 
when  the  number  of  unsatisfactory  samples  could  have  been  reduced  or 
avoided  by  reasonable  care  or  when  the  Producer  concerned  made  little 
effort  to  remedy  unsatisfactory  conditions  or  defects  at  his  premises 
and  it  is  now  becoming  knows  to  producers  that  unless  they  take  all 
reasonable  steos  to  ensure  that  clean  milk  is  produced  they  run  the  risk 
of  losing  their  Licence.  As  this  can  involve  a producer  in  considerable 
financial  loss  and  inconvenience  they  are  now  seeking  the  early  advice 
of  the  Milk  Officers  or  the  Dairy  Advisor,  from  the  College  of 
Agriculture,  at  the  first  sign  of  trouble.  This  is  borne  out  by  the 
fact  that  only  5 Licences  were  revoked  in  1961  in  comparison  with  13  in 
1960. 


In  a few  cases  coliform  infections  in  the  udders  of  cows  were  said 
to  be  the  reason  for  the  unsatisfactory  samples  procured.  Although  it 
could  not  be  ascertained  that  this  was  the  sole  reason  for  the  presence 
of  Coli  in  the  milk,  and  I am  not  sure  that  it  was,  the  producers  were 
given  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  and  the  Licences  were  not  revoked. 

BULK  TANKS 

There  were  few  failures  amongst  the  bulk  tank  producers  but  it  is 
rather  difficult  to  assess  whether  it  is  due  to  the  tanks  or  to  the  fact 
that  in  general  tanks  have  been  installed  by  producers  who  have  always 
had  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  milk  production. 


PIPELINES 


There  are  several  types  of  pipelines  now  in  use  in  the  county  of 
the  milk  veyor  and  the  milk  conveyor  type  and  also  parlours  which  have 
been  adapted  for  circulation  cleaning.  This  method  of  cleaning  and 
sterilisation,  perhaps  because  it  reduces  the  drudgery  associated  with 
washing  dairy  equipment,  appears  to  reduce  the  human  error  to  a minimum. 
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CHEMICAL  STERILISATION 


Much  interest  in  chemical  sterilisation  has  been  aroused  during  the 
year  and  there  have  been  many  meetings  on  the  subject  for  both  producers 
and  officials.  One  of  our  most  difficult  tasks  is  to  show  or  persuade 
the  producer  that  contrary  to  high  pressure  sales  talk,  hypochlorite  is 
not  a magic  elixir,  but  is  only  as  good  as  the  man  who  uses  it,  and  he 
must  understand  the  pitfalls  such  as  unsuitable  equipment,  i.e.  worn  or 
rusty,  scale  deposits,  dents,  lack  of  hot  water,  inaccurately  measured 
sterilising  solutions,  etc. 


STATISTICS 

The  average  number  of  cows  per  dairy  herd  was  45  at  31st  December, 
1961,  as  compared  to  44.02  at  31st  December,  1960. 


ICE  CREAM 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  80  premises  and  8 vehicles  in  the 
County  registered  for  the  sale  of  loose  Ice  Cream.  Of  these  premises  26 
were  also  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream.  The  remainder 
bought  in  their  supplies  from  bulk  manufacturers.  Premises  for  the  sale 
of  wrapped  Ice  Cream  require  no  registration  and  it  is  not  known  how 
many  of  these  there  are  in  the  County.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


All  food  premises  not  complying  with  the  Regulations  were  again 
visited  during  the  year  and  it  was  noted  that  the  conditions  of  most 
premises  had  improved  considerably  since  the  nrevious  visit.  In  two 
cases,  however  little  had  been  done  and  it  was  necessary  to  serve 
formal  notices.  In  one  case  the  premises  were  closed  and  in  the  other 
they  were  brought  up  to  the  necessary  standard  within  the  required  time. 

It  is  hoped  that  before  the  end  of  1962  and  certainly  in  1963,  all 
premises  will  be  brought  up  to  the  structural  standard  required  by  the 
Regulations.  When  this  is  done  the  more  difficult  parts  of  the 
Regulations  relating  to  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  and  the 
methods  and  practices  in  food  businesses  will  have  to  be  enforced.  This 
step  can  be  described  in  one  word  "education"  and  without  it  the 
installation  of  twin  sinks,  wash-hand  basins,  etc.  will  have  been  a 
waste  of  money.  This  was  well  illustrated  in  one  butcher's  shop  where 
the  butcher  was  found  to  be  keeping  tripe  in  one  of  his  new  sinks, 
specially  provided  for  the  washing  of  equipment. 

Tie  most  important  and  final  phase  of  the  Regulations  is 
Registration  and  I see  no  reason  why  a date  should  not  be  fixed  for  this 
now.  The  date  could  be  six  months,  one  year  or  two  years  hence  as  long 
as  a date  is  fixed  now.  Without  registration  the  full  effect  of  the 
Regulations  will  not  be  felt  - particularly  among  those  of  our  food 
handlers  who  can  be  best  described  and  dealt  with  as  unsuitable  persons. 


CERTIFICATES  OF  EXEMPTION 

Certificates  of  Exemption  issued  in  respect  of  the  provision  of 
wash-hand  basins  fell  to  be  renewed  in  November  of  this  year.  In  all  72 
Certificates  were  issued. 
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FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS 


This  year  5 samples  of  fertiliser  and  1 samole  of  feeding  stuff 
were  taken.  Two  fertiliser  samples  and  the  fish  meal  sample  showed 
deficiencies.  This  is  a high  percentage  of  failure  and  one  wonders  why 
the  sampling  service  is  not  enlisted  by  more  farmers  who  are  normally 
careful  financially  and  averse  to  paying  for  something  \diich  is  not  up  to 
the  prescribed  standard. 

Remarks  by  Sampling  Officer 

"It  is  now  a scientific  fact  that  the  widespread  use  of  artificial 
fertilisers  has  destroyed  many  of  the  microbes  and  insects  which  go  to 
make  up  the  diet  of  many  of  our  British  birds.  This  food  in  turn  builds 
up  protein  which  is  said  to  develop  the  voice  qualities  of  singing  birds 
and  it  may  be  that  some  of  the  fertiliser  suppliers  believe  that  the  use 
of  deficient  artificial  manures  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  of  the 
public  who  like  to  hear  these  birds!"

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RATS  AND  MICE 


As  m the  previous  year  the  duties  imposed  on  the  Council  by  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act.  1949,  were  carried  out  by  twu  full 
time  operators.  The  two  men  covered  the  whole  of  the  County  and 
although  disinfestation  work  occupied  most  of  their  time  it  was  found 
possible  to  carry  out  a number  of  surveys  of  agricultural  and  other 
properties.

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Included  xn  the  above  table  are  38  refuse  tips.  These  were  visited 
at  least  once  per  month  and  and  any  infestations  found  were  dealt  with 
immediately.  This  kept  the  tips  more  or  less  rat  free  although  they 
were  liable  to  re-infestation  when  shelter  or  feeding  places  in  neigh- 
bouring premises  were  disturbed.  Hie  use  of  token  baits  controlled 
initial  re -infestations  but  only  regular  visits  ensured  that  such 
re-infestations  were  effectively  dealt  with. 


At  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  a survey  of  grain 
stacks  m the  process  of  threshing  was  carried  out  to  ascertain  the 
number  of  rats  and  mice  nesting  therein.  The  results  of  the  survey  were

HOUSING  GRANTS 

New  Houses  for  Agricultural  Workers; 

Included  in  the  above  table  are  11  houses  for  Agricultural  workers. 
Certificates  recommending  payment  were  issued  in  respect  of  7 of  these 
houses.  Applications  for  payment  of  grant  for  the  remainder  had  not 
been  received  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Applications  for  grant  for  the  erection  of  25  new  houses  were 
received  during  the  year  and  in  22  cases  grants  were  promised. 

Improvement  Grants; 

Promises  of  grant  for  the  improvement  of  70  houses  and  the  con- 
version of  other  buildings  to  form  3 additional  houses  were  made  during 
the  year.  The  works  of  conversion  or  improvement  at  83  houses  was 
completed  during  this  period  and  qualified  for  payment  of  grant.  Many 


of  these  houses  were  promised  grant  during  1961  but  a number  of  them 
were  approved  in  previous  years. 

Standard  Grants; 

Applications  for  Standard  Grants  in  respect  of  26  houses  were 
received  during  the  year.  In  18  cases  all  the  standard  amenities  were 
provided.  In  the  other  cases  certain  of  the  amenities  were  already  in 
existence. 

Grants  were  paid  in  respect  of  29  houses. 

CERTIFICATES  OF  DISREPAIR 

No  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  were  received. 


HOUSING  INSPECTIONS 


The  number  of  houses  visited  during  the  year  was  747.  Of  these  494 
were  visited  in  connection  with  applications  for  Council  houses. 

Reports  on  119  houses  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  were 
prepared.  These  reports  were  considered  by  the  Housing  Committee  and 
the  following  Orders  made: 

Demolition  Orders  - 36 

Closing  Orders  - 71 

The  number  of  houses  actually  closed  during  the  year  was  14,  and 
the  number  of  houses  demolished  was  16.  One  house  which  was  the  subject 
of  an  Order  was  improved  during  the  year  and  was  removed  from  the 
Register  of  Unfit  houses. 
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TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 


The  Tinker  Problem 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  several  complaints  were  received 
regarding  the  number  of  tinker  families  who  were  living  in  camps  in  the 
Perth  District  around  the  Luncarty  area.  The  tinkers  of  today  are  of 
course,  no  longer  the  traditional  "pot  menders"  but  are  a mixture  of 
scrap  dealers  and  casual  agricultural  workers.  Although  normally 
nomadic  in  their  habits,  the  families  at  Luncarty  had  abandoned  the  open 
road  and  had  firmly  established  themselves  on  three  different  pieces  of 
land  in  close  proximity  to  one  another.  The  location  was  suitable  to 
them  for  two  main  reasons  (1)  there  was  a good  supply  of  work  from  the 
surrounding  farmer  and  (2)  the  close  proximity  to  Perth  made  scrap 
dealing  convenient. 

Tinkers  when  collected  in  fairly  large  numbers  tend  to  be 
considered  a social  nuisance.  They  are  extremely  untidy,  the  tinkers 
squabble  and  fight  amongst  themselves  and  they  inevitably  mingle  with 
the  villagers  and  their  children.  All  these  aspects  are  considered 
unpleasant  to  people  living  normal  lives  and  complaints  were  lodged  with 
this  Department. 

Following  complaints  and  after  considering  a report,  the  appro- 
priate Committee  of  the  Council  required  the  landowners  of  certain  sites 
used  by  the  tinkers,  either  to  provide  the  sites  with  proper  sanitation 
and  water  supplies  in  terms  of  the  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  Byelaws  or  to 
have  their  land  cleared  within  a specified  period.  On  receiving  notices 
from  the  Council  the  landowners  cleared  their  sites  and  the  tinkers  were 
forced  to  "move  on".  The  families  which  were  in  the  Luncarty  area 
moved  to  a field  in  the  Bankfoot  area  and  from  there  to  small  separate 
sites.  At  present  there  are  several  small  sites  in  the  area  all  without 
water  or  sanitary  accommodation. 
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A County  wide  survey  revealed  that  something  like  35  families  com- 
prising 83  adults  and  62  children  were  in  existence,  with  the  main 
concentration  of  17  families  residing  in  the  Luncarty  area.  On  all 
sites  there  is  little  or  no  sanitary  accommodation  provided  either  by 
the  tinker  or  the  landowner  and  streams  or  burns  were  used  for  water 
supply. 

The  question  of  housing  the  tinkers  in  some  form  of  permanent 
structure  has  been  considered  by  the  Council  and  with  this  in  view  the 
districts  of  the  County  were  surveyed  in  an  attempt  to  find  suitable 
sites.  Several  sites  have  been  suggested  and  these  are  to  be  investiga- 
ted in  conjunction  with  the  County  Architect's  Department. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1960 

The  number  of  site  Licences  issued  under  the  above  Act  during  the 
year  was  47.  These  Licenses  covered  sites  holding  from  one  or  two 
caravans  up  to  80  caravans 

The  model  standards  issued  along  with  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act,  1960,  provided  a good  basis  for  the  site  licence 
conditions  and  in  most  cases  these  were  closely  followed.  In  the  more 
isolated  sites  where  only  a few  caravans  were  stationed  and  these  were 
fairly  well  apart  a lower  standard  was  adopted  but  this  was  still 
adequate  to  control  the  site  and  ensure  that  all  the  necessary  amenities 
were  available  for  the  caravanners. 

No  appeals  were  lodged  against  the  conditions  attached  to  the  Site 
Licences,  although  there  were  a number  of  grouses  about  the  necessity  of 
providing  facilities  such  as  wash-hand  basins  for  the  caravanners.  In 
many  cases,  however,  the  Licence  holders  not  only  provided  wash-hand 
basins  but  showers  as  well  to  make  their  site  more  attractive. 

It  was  noted  during  the  year  that  the  number  of  tents  on  caravan 
sites  was  increasing.  A large  number  of  these  tents  were  of  the 
continental  luxury  type  and  it  is  possible  that  with  road  conditions 
such  as  they  are  today  many  people  may  find  it  much  easier  to  transport 
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a tent  than  a caravan.  At  two  large  caravan  sites  in  the  County  a 
separate  site  for  tents  has  been  formed.  At  these  sites  W.Cs.  and  wash- 
hand  basins  have  been  provided  for  the  campers.,  but  this  is  not  common 
throughout  the  County  and  if  the  present  trend  continues,  it  will 
necessary  to  consider  extending  the  provision  of  the  Act  to  include 
tents  or  to  bring  out  new  legislation  to  control  them.  There  are,  of 
course,  at  present  Byelaws  as  to  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds,  but  these  were 
meant  to  deal  more  with  the  tinkers  and  seasonal  workers  than  holiday- 
makers and  the  standards  prescribed  are  far  behind  the  times. 


SEASONAL  WORKERS 

During  the  year  131  visits  were  made  to  41  seasonal  workers  camps 
in  the  Eastern  District  when  it  was  found  that  37  of  the  camps  were 
occupied.  Improvements  to  these  camps  have  been  slow  and  in  a number  of 
cases,  especially  in  the  Fssendy  area,  the  minimum  requirements  of  the 
Seasonal  Workers  Byelaws  were  just  met.  Once  again  the  lack  of  an 
adequate  water  supply  in  the  Essendy  area  prevented  a number  of  camp 
owners  from  going  ahead  with  proposals  to  install  V. Cs.  and  improve 
ablution  facilities.  As  the  work  of  laying  the  new  water  main  is  now  in 
progress  it  is  hoped  that  these  improvements  will  be  possible  before  the 
next  fruit-picking  season  comes  to  hand. 

The  owner  of  a camp  occupied  by  boys  from  approved  schools 
converted  an  existing  steading  into  a sanitary  annex  and  installed  W.Cs., 
wash-hand  basins,  drainage,  etc.  This  is  an  indication  of  the  type  of 
improvement  which  could  be  made  to  the  camps  in  this  area  when  an 
adequate  supply  of  water  is  available. 

In  a number  of  camps  minor  contraventions  of  the  Byelaws  were  noted 
and  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  owners. 

During  the  fruit-picking  season  four  camping  grounds,  in  addition 
to  the  hutted  encampments,  were  visited  and  in  these  the  requirements  of 
the  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  Byelaws  were  being  met.  It  was  noted  that 
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there  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  trailer  caravans  and 
motor  vehicles  being  used  in  this  type  of  encampment.  This  was  evident 
particularly  during  the  Trades  holidays  of  the  various  cities,  such  as 
Glasgow,  Dundee,  etc. 


BUILDING  BYELAWS 

The  administration  of  the  Building  Byelaws  continued  to  exercise 
its  demands  on  the  Department  and  the  total  number  of  applications  dealt 
with  shows  a slight  increase  over  the  previous  year.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  apart  from  an  increase  in  the  number  of  new  houses  built  by 
the  Local  Authority  and  private  enterprise,  new  farm  buildings  erected 
during  the  year  show  an  increase  of  34%  and  alterations  to  farm  buildings 
an  increase  of  37.5%  over  the  previous  year.  Alterations  and  additions 
to  private  houses  and  the  erection  of  private  garages  still  are  the 
greatest  items,  however,  and  like  last  year  provide  for  50%  of  the  total 
applications.  The  table  on  page  27  gives  details  of  all  the  applica- 
tions dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Perhaps  the  most  notable  occurrence  in  the  field  of  Building  Bye- 
laws during  1961  was  the  publication  of  the  Draft  Building  Standards 
(Scotland)  Regulations.  The  proposed  Regulations  are  too  extensive  to 
examine  at  length  in  this  report  but  it  is  of  interest  to  note  the  "new 
thinking"  on  certain  aspects  of  our  present  Building  Byelaws.  It  would 
seem,  for  instance,  that  in  precautions  against  spread  of  fire  the 
emphasis  is  on  protection  of  other  persons’  property  and  that  one  is 
permitted  to  risk  one  s own  property  if  so  inclined.  Whether  this  free- 
dom of  the  individual  is  wholly  commendable  when  dealing  with  fire 
hazards  is  somewhat  doubtful  as  at  least  one  group  of  other  persons  (the 
firemen)  are  involved  and  exposed  to  risks.  The  new  approach  to  Housing 
Standards  on  the  other  hand  is  certainly  forward  looking  and  has  much 
more  regard  to  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  occupier.  Washing 
machines  and  regrigerators  are  accepted  pieces  of  equipment,  provided 
they  are  fixtures,  and  greater  regard  has  been  had  for  the  relation  of 
these  facilities  to  household  requirements  rather  than  setting  down  one 
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standard  for  all  sizes  of  houses.  Requirements  are  also  indicated  for 
electrical  installations  and  there  are  specific  requirements  for  spacing 
heating,  artificial  lighting  and  provision  of  power  points.  The 
greatest  effect  that  these  proposed  standards  for  houses  would  have  will 
be  on  Local  Authority  houses  where  the  present  standards,  particularly 
with  regard  to  power  points,  is  inclined  to  be  the  "bare  minimum".

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DANGEROUS  BUILDINGS 


It  was  necessary  to  serve  two  notices  in  respect  of  dangerous 
buildings  during  the  year. 

In  one  case  the  floor  of  a first  floor  bedroom  was  found  to  be 
infected  with  dry  rot  and  sagging  in  parts.  The  bedroom  affected  was 
shut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  house  until  the  occupier  was  rehoused  by 
the  Council.  In  this  case  the  house  was  the  subject  of  a Closing  Order 
and  it  was  considered  not  worth  spending  money  on,  even  to  make  is  safe. 

In  the  other  case  part  of  a livingroom  ceiling  collapsed  and  the 
remainder  of  the  ceiling  showed  imminent  signs  of  collapse.  The  occupiers 
were  removed  from  that  part  of  the  house  until  the  necessary  repairs 
were  carried  out. 

WATER  SAMPLING 

During  the  year  179  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis  and  405  for  bacteriological  examination.  These  samples  were 
reported  on  as  follows-

One  persistent  complaint  referred  to  smell  from  a grass  drying 
plant  and  although  there  was  no  public  health  nuisance  and  no  statutory 
action  was  taken,  the  owner  of  the  plant  carried  out  experiments  with  a 
deodouriser.  As  the  experiment  had  not  been  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year  it  is  not  known  how  effective  the  deodouriser  will  be. 

In  only  two  cases  was  it  necessary  to  serve  statutory  Notices.  As 
a result  of  these  notices  in  one  case  a sufficient  water  supply  was  pro- 
vided and  in  the  other  proper  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  effluent 
from  a septic  tank  were  made. 
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It  was  also  necessary  during  the  year  to  carry  out  a survey  of  all 
the  private  drainage  systems  in  Bridge  of  Earn.  Following  this  survey 
intimations  were  served  on  18  owners  requiring  them  to  make  alternative 
arrangements  for  the  drainage  of  their  property.  In  most  cases 
connections  to  the  sewer  have  already  been  made  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  work  will  be  completed  in  the  near  future  without  the  necessity  of 
serving  Notices  or  taking  other  statutory  action. 


CINEMAS 


There  are  now  no  cinemas  operating  in  the  County. 


BURIALS  CARRIED  OUT  BY  LOCAL  AUTHORITY 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  and  burials  carried  out 
under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  in  respect  of  6 adults  and  1 
still-born  child.  The  body  of  the  child  was  found  wrapped  in  newspaper 
in  a refuse  bin  which  was  being  collected  by  one  of  our  scavenging 
crews.  The  matter  was  passed  to  the  Police  who  arranged  for  a post 
mortem  investigation  to  be  carried  out  before  burial. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Only  one  industrial  plant  in  the  County  continues  to  give  trouble. 
In  previous  years  smoke  observations  continually  revealed  contraventions 
of  the  main  Act  and  Regulations  at  the  plant  and  an  additional  observa- 
tion carried  out  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  again  showed  excessive 
emissions  of  Black  and  Dark  Smoke.  The  plant  burns  solid  fuel  and  is 
overworked  and  inefficient.  The  firm  intend  to  instal  a completely  new 
plant  as  soon  as  possible  and  during  the  year  the  Council  granted  a 
Certificate  of  Exemption  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act  for  a period  of 
one  year. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


In  July  of  this  year  the  last.  Regional  Scavenging  Scheme  was  intro- 
duced in  the  Western  District.  All  the  Special  Scavenging  Districts  in 
the  County  except  Muckhart  are  now  serviced  by  Direct  Labour  and  no 
private  contractors  are  employed.  In  the  case  of  Muckhart  the  refuse 
collection  is  carried  out  by  arrangement  with  Kinross  County  Council. 

Western  Regional  Scheme 

This  refuse  collection  service  commenced  on  18th  July.  1961,  and 
in  addition  to  taking  in  eight  existing  Special  Scavenging  Districts, 
extended  the  service  to  ten  other  villages  or  communities  hitherto 
without  any  kind  of  service.  Since  the  inception  of  the  service  it  has 
been  further  extended  to  meet  requests  from  55  premises  outwith  the 
Special  Districts  so  that  there  is  now  almost  complete  coverage  of  the 
Vestern  District.  The  Western  District  of  the  County  has  the  greatest 
influx  of  tourists  in  the  summer  and  the  new  service  was  put  to  the  full 
test  from  its  very  beginning.  Despite  usual  teething  troubles  the  men 
and  the  vehicle  came  through  very  well  and  soon  settled  down  to  an 
efficient  routine. 

Like  all  other  areas  the  Western  District  is  beset  with  disposal 
site  problems  but  in  this  connection  the  Regional  Scheme  is  far  better 
equipped  to  deal  with  the  difficulty  than  the  private  contractor.  It 
would  in  fact  be  true  to  say  that  if  the  Regional  Scheme  had  not  been 
introduced  the  disposal  problem  would  have  placed  the  existing  Special 
Districts  in  dire  difficulty  and  denied  the  benefits  of  refuse  removal 
from  the  remainder  of  the  communities  now  served 

Perth  Regional  Scheme 

There  were  no  major  changes  in  the  Perth  Regional  Scheme  during  the 
year  and  while  one  can  never  be  satisfied  that  operations  are  geared  to 
their  highest  efficiency  it  is  difficult  to  see  any  great  changes  that 
would  improve  the  present  method  of  operation.  The  introduction  of  a 
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new  large  capacity  vehicle  during  the  year  did  much  to  reduce  time  lost 
on  running  to  disposal  points  and  with  the  reducing  number  of  tips 
available  this  type  of  vehicle  will  become  more  essential  to  our  needs. 
The  old  type  of  side  loading  vehicle  of  12-14  cu.  yds.  capacity  can  no 
longer  cope  with  the  present  day  bulk  of  refuse  and  the  longer  hauls  to 
tips  and,  apart  from  those  areas  that  place  physical  limitations  on  the 
use  of  larger  vehicles,  the  end  loading,  compression  type  of  vehicle 
will  eventually  replace  our  existing  side  loaders.  It  is  unfortunate 
that,  in  this  connection,  the  access  to  the  Kingoodie  tips  is  by  way  of 
a low  arched  bridge  under  the  railway  which  will  severely  restrict  our 
choice  of  vehicle.  This  may  mean  the  continued  use  of  a small  capacity 
side  loader,  in  an  area  which  has  one  of  the  largest  refuse  outputs  in 
the  County 

Tipping  space  continues  to  be  the  most  important  factor  arising  in 
the  service  and  we  were  fortunate  to  obtain  the  lease  of  an  old  clay  pit 
at  Inchcoonans  to  serve  the  West  Carse  area.  The  expected  life  of  this 
tip  is  such  that  it  would  be  safe  to  say  that  the  problem  has  been 
solved  for  the  West  Carse  area  for  the  foreseeable  future. 


Central  Regional  Scheme 


This  service  which  is  now  in  its  third  year  of  operation,  has  from 
the  beginning  operated  with  little  difficulty  and  virtually  no 
complaints.  The  scheme  is  fortunate  in  that  there  is  no  disposal  tip 
problem  and  the  three  tips  at  Comrie,  Blackford  and  Muthill  are  well 
situated  to  suit  the  working  route  of  the  vehicle.  The  scheme  is  at 
present  fully  committed  with  the  existing  vehicle  and  men,  however,  and 
it  will  be  essential  to  introduce  a larger  capacity  vehicle  when  the 
present  one  is  due  for  replacement.  It  is  conceivable  than  an 
additional  loader  may  also  have  to  be  employed  in  the  near  future  if  the 
service  is  to  be  maintained. 
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! astern  Regional  Scheme 


This  scheme  also  operates  with  one  vehicle  and  two  men  and  is  the 
lowest  rated  one  in  the  County.  Like  t;  e others  however  it  is  now 
fully  committed  and  any  possible  re  routine-  to  effect  economies  have 
been  prevented  by  the  lack  of  tipping  sites  in  the  Western  end  of  the 
District.  At  the  present  moment  there  is  only  one  tip  situated  near 
Ardler,  serving  the  whole  1 istrict.  which  involves  considerable  mileage 
in  hauling  refuse  from  the  Balbeggie/Gni 1 dtown  area.  Constant  effort  to 
secure  other  tip  sites  has  been  unsuccessful  and  the  situation  is  now 
reaching  the  "serious"  stage.  By  lata  Y-CZ  the  position  will  be 
"critical"  if  no  new  tip  is  found,  and  every  effort  is  now  being  put 
into  averting  this  situation. 

Diehl  and  Regiona’  Sc’- erne 

This  scheme  commenced  in  October,  19bC,  and  has  now  completed  a 
full  year  in  operation.  Tie  summer  season  increase  in  population  pro- 
vided the  testing  time  for  this  service  and  although  it  did  require  some 
overtime  working  the  service  was  fully  maintained.  Since  the  service 
started  it  has  been  extended  to  meet  requests  from  109  premises  outwit’ 
the  Special  District  boundaries. 

Three  refuse  tips  are  in  use  for  the  scheme  and  sited  (1)  near 
Blair  Atholl,  (2)  at  Ladywell  Quarry,  Dunkeld,  and  (3)  in  the  Logierait 
area.  The  Logierait  tip  is  not  all  that  is  desired  but,  like  the  other 
Districts,  sites  for  refuse  tips  are  extremely  difficult  to  locate  and 
acquire. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

As  has  been  said  before  in  earlier  annual  reports,  the  disposal  of 
refuse  is  the  most  important  part  of  the  refuse  collection  service.  The 
most  efficient  of  collection  systems  would  be  a complete  waste  of  time 
without  a means  of  disposing  of  the  refuse  and  all  too  often  this  factor 
is  overlooked  in  the  lay  demand  for  the  removal  of  household  wastes,  lo 
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the  average  householder  our  service  means  a vehicle  and  men  who  call  at 
approximately  the  same  time,  on  the  same  day  or  days,  each  week  of  the 
year,  hail  rain  or  shine  and  empty  their  dustbin.  From  whence  they  come 
or  whither  they  go  the  householder  knows  not  and  cares  not  - just  as 
long  as  they  come!  A fair  enough  attitude  for  the  householder  one  can 
say.  Why  should  he  care?  He  pays  for  a service.  It’s  not  his  problem 
to  work  out  how  it  is  to  be  done.  He  does  care,  however,  about  how  much 
he  must  pay  and  every  responsible  official  and  Local  Authority  are  with 
him  on  this,  but  in  refuse  disposal  most  often  the  cheap  method  is  the 
one  that  most  complaints  are  made  against. 

Tipping  of  crude  refuse  is  the  cheapest  method  of  refuse  disposal 
in  a rural  county  such  as  ours,  particularly  when  one  considers  the 
distances  involved.  If  this  method  if  disposal  becomes  closed  to  us, 
and  every  indication  is  that  it  shall  in  the  not  too  distant  future, 
then  we  will  be  faced  with  providing  a means  of  disposal  requiring  plant 
which  inevitably  will  result  in  a sharp  increase  in  the  cost  of  the 
service. 


STREET  SWEEPING 


The  maintenance  of  clean  streets  is  an  important  branch  of  any 
cleansing  service  and  while  little  or  no  complaint  is  received  at  this 
office  about  unclean  streets  we  cannot  afford  to  be  complacent  about 
this  matter.  Our  villages  may  not  have  the  same  problem  of  untidy 
streets  as  found  in  larger  towns  in  the  normal  way,  but  the  summer  influx 
of  tourists  does  create  a littering  problem  which  must  be  dealt  with. 

It  is  particularly  important  in  a tourist  area  such  as  ours  that  we 
should  present  a clean  and  tidy  aspect  to  our  visitors.  Our  present 
arrangements  are  not  entirely  satisfactory  towards  this  end  and  many  of 
our  villages,  which  are  busy  tourist  centres,  have  no  street  cleaning 
service  other  than  that  infrequently  done  by  the  local  roadman,  as  and 
when  his  other  duties  permit.  Some  work  on  this  problem  has  been  done 
by  the  employment  of  retired  persons  on  a part-time  basis,  and  has  been 
moderately  successful.  This  source  of  labour  mav  not  always,  however, 
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be  available  and  full  time  labour  will  then  be  required. 

Like  any  public  service  the  maintenance  of  clean  streets  cannot  be 
done  without  a cost  to  the  ratepayer  who  nc.  doubt  feels  that  he  is 
already  paying  enough.  At  the  same  Lime  present  society  expects  more 
and  more  in  the  way  of  better  ser  -es.  parti  uiarly  in  environmental 
hygiene  and  such  a service  as  street  cleaning  should  not  be  judged  on 
its  cost  alone. 


SALVAGE 

The  recovery  of  waste  paper  in  the  Perth  Region  particularly  in  the 
Scone  area,  during  the  year  amounted  to  21  tons  11  cwts.  1 qr,  and  was 
sold  for  £179  3 2d.  This  is  an  increase  of  £52  4 lid.  over  the  previous 
year.  The  increase  in  waste  paper  in  che  refuse  indicates  the  general 
trend  over  the  past  years  in  the  changing  composition  of  domestic  refuse. 

The  increase  in  waste  paper  is  usually  attributed  to  an  improved  and 
more  affluent  society  but  it  is  doubtful  if  waste  paper  was  in  mind  when 
a certain  gentleman  coined  the  phrase  "We  never  had  it  so  good". 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  new  public  conveniences  in  the  Sma  Glen  were  brought  into 
service  in  time  for  Easter  1961,  and  provided  a much  needed  amenity  in 
this  popular  tourist  spot.  Just  how  much  needed  is  indicated  by  the 
income  of  £42  0 lOd.  for  the  year  ending  1961.  This  sum  is  as  great  as 
that  collected  from  any  other  convenience  in  the  County.  In  my  report 
for  1960  mention  was  made  of  these  conveniences  (then  under  construction) 
and  the  hope  was  expressed  that  they  wouid  escape  the  attention  of  the 
vandals  and  "mural  specialists".  So  far  they  have  not  suffered  from 
those  individuals  but  they  do  seem  to  have  had  more  than  their  share  of 
"light  fingered"  ladies  who  not  only  expect  the  usual  service  for  a penny 
but  go  off  with  the  new  sanitary  bins  as  well.  Future  complaints  about 
the  use  of  rather  old  bins  can  be  expected  but  these  will  not  be 
entertained  as  their  use  is  deliberate! 
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As  in  previous  years  vandalism  took  its  toll  of  our  public 
conveniences  and  this  reached  such  a stage  at  Muthill  that  it  was 
necessary  to  close  the  conveniences  at  night.  It  was  apparent  that  the 
building  was  being  used  as  a rendezvous  for  a certain  element  of  the 
young  people  in  the  village  and  having  foregathered  they  then  proceeded 
to  take  the  property  to  pieces.  It  was  surprising  to  find  in  this  case 
that  the  "ladies"  section  suffered  greater  damage  than  the  "gents".  No 
doubt  this  wanton  destruction  will  be  put  down  to  some  "frustrations  or 
complexes"  so  often  used  to  excuse  behaviour  these  days  and  perhaps  a 
resident  psychiatrist  (complete  with  couch)  should  be  employed  instead 
of  our  usual  convenience  attendant. 

The  gross  income  from  public  conveniences  in  the  County  for  1961 
amounted  to  £329:2  lid. 


STREET  LIGHTING 

In  the  second  year  of  operation  of  the  Regional  Lighting  District 
advantage  was  taken  of  the  more  favourable  rating  position  arising  from 
the  system  to  instal  new  lighting  schemes  and  improve  existing  ones. 
Approval  was  also  given  to  the  installation  of  Trunk  Road  lighting  at 
Aberuthven  and  Blackford. 

The  tender  prices  for  the  installations  at  Aberuthven  and  Blackford 
were  £1,084  and  £1,568  respectively  of  which  50%  will  be  met  by  an 
outright  grant  from  the  Scottish  Home  Department.  The  installation  of 
trunk  road  lighting  in  these  villages  situated  on  the  main  A. 9 road, 
will  be  a valuable  contribution  to  road  safety  and  the  residents  of 
Blackford  and  Aberuthven  will,  no  less  than  passing  traffic,  appreciate 
the  benefits.  Preliminary  reports  were  also  submitted  for  a Trunk  Road 
lighting  scheme  for  Bridge  of  Earn,  and,  subject  to  Scottish  Home 
Department  sanctions,  it  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will  proceed  in  1962. 
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Consideration  was  also  given  to  the  provision  of  trunk  road 
lighting  in  Dunkeld  and  Birnam  but  in  view  of  the  possible  bye  pass 
roads  to  be  constructed  in  the  near  future  it  was  decided  not  to  proceed 
with  a scheme.  Improvements  to  the  Main  Street  of  Dunkeld  were  very 
much  needed,  however  and  it  was  agreed  that  a system  of  fluorescent 
units  be  installed.  This  was  the  first  system  of  fluorescent  lighting 
used  in  the  County  and  its  success  is  encouraging  for  future  improvement 
schemes,  where,  for  economic  or  aesthetic  reasons  it  is  not  practicable 
to  instal  lighting  to  trunk  road  standards.  The  fluorescent  unit  is  in 
itself  attractive  in  daytime  and  has  a much  more  acceptable  colour 
effect  at  night  than  other  forms  of  discharge  lamp. 

Two  new  lighting  Districts  were  formed  during  the  year  at 
Rosemount  and  at  Old  Mill  Road  and  Ashgrove,  Rattray,  in  the  Eastern 
District.  New  Lighting  Districts  were  also  formed  at  Little  Baliinluig 
in  the  Highland  District  and  at  Kingoodie  in  the  Perth  District.  The 
Kingoodie  installation  was  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  new 
housing  development  there  and  as  this  housing  lay-out  was  particularly 
attractive  a good  standard  of  lighting  was  necessary.  A slender 
aluminium  column  with  a low  wide  post -top  lantern  was  used  and  these 
have  blended  into  the  general  scheme  very  well. 

Considerable  improvements  to  existing  schemes  were  undertaken 
throughout  the  County  during  the  year  and  the  most  notable  of  these  was 
the  installation  of  sodium  lighting  on  the  road  between  Scone  and  Perth 
City  boundary.  At  the  end  of  1960  Perth  City  installed  sodium  lighting, 
to  trunk  road  standard,  out  to  their  boundary  and  as  a 60  watt  sodium 
installation  has  been  in  operation  in  Scone  since  1956  it  became 
imperative  to  improve  on  the  old  tungsten  lighting  between  the  two 
built-up  areas.  The  problem,  of  course,  was  to  make  a contiguous  system 
of  lighting  which  would  not  have  any  marked  change  in  the  standard  of 
lighting,  particularly  at  the  Perth  City  end  of  the  route.  Immediately 
after  leaving  the  City  boundary  this  road  takes  an  awkward  left-hand 
bend  which  has  been  the  scene  of  several  serious  and  fatal  accidents.

and  it  was  essential  to  ensure  that  good  lighting  be  continued  at  least 
beyond  the  bend.  Unfortunately  the  supply  poles  to  be  used  for  the 
lighting  were  on  the  inside  of  the  bend  (the  outside  being  occupied  by 
overhead  telephone  poles  and  wires)  and  even  140  watt  units  at  25  ft. 
height  may  have  produced  shadows  across  the  bend.  It  was  decided, 
therefore,  that  from  the  City  boundary  to  beyond  the  bend  would  be 
lighted  by  140  watt  sodium  units  at  25  feet  height  but  the  two  units  in 
the  area  of  the  bend  should  be  200  watt  linear  sodium  units,  and  this 
was  found  in  operation  to  give  efficient  lighting  to  this  road  hazard. 
The  remainder  of  the  road  to  the  Scone  village  boundary  was  lit  by  60 
watt  sodium  units  at  15  ft.  height  and  the  step  down  in  lighting  on  the 
long,  straight,  open  road  is  not  felt  to  be  too  drastic.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  following  information  has  been  provided  by  the  Water  and 
Drainage  Engineer  of  the  Council 

Once  again,  the  Water  Authority  at  least  could  consider  itself  to 
be  fortunate,  as  adequate  rainfall  occurred  in  all  parts  of  the  County 
and  so,  with  the  exception  of  Easter  weekend  at  Aberfoyle  when  the 
streams  were  very  low,  there  was  no  shortage  of  water  on  any  supply  in 
the  landward  area. 

During  the  year,  much  work  was  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  Loch 
Turret  Water  Board,  and  untreated  water  is  now  being  passed  from  Loch 
Turret  to  Grangemouth  and  Clackmannanshire  at  the  rate  of  about  3 m.g. , 
per  day.  So  far,  Perthshire  has  not  required  to  draw  on  the  limited 
water  at  present  available,  but  shortly  water  will  be  drawn  off  the 
trunk  main  to  serve  farms  in  the  Strowan  area,  near  Crieff.  The  dam  at 
Loch  Turret  is  now  under  construction  and  the  design  of  the  proposed 
water  treatment  works  is  receiving  active  consideration. 

Of  immediate  interest  to  Perthshire  are  the  sub-trunk  mains  from 
Dunblane  to  Aberfoyle  and  from  Gilmerton  to  Perth  as  these  have  now  been 
designed  and  it  is  hoped  to  carry  out  the  laying  of  a substantial  part 
of  them  during  1962.  A short  section  of  the  latter  sub-trunk  main  is 
now  being  laid  in  the  Gask  area  and  there  the  County  Council  have 
assumed  responsibility  from  the  Ministry  of  Works  for  a treatment  and 
pumping  station  to  supply  water  to  this  area  from  Cairnie  Loch  at 
Dupplin  until  Turret  Water  is  available. 

On  the  Loch  Benachally  Regional  Scheme,  little  progress  has  been 
made  but  the  gauging  weirs  previously  installed  are  yielding  useful 
results  and  Messrs.  Gilbert  Thomson  & Son,  Consultant  Civil  Engineers, 
have  given  further  consideration  to  the  County  Council’s  proposals 
regarding  augmentation  of  the  catchment  area. 
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The  total  actual  expenditure  on  water  schemes  to  31st  December, 
1961,  is  estimated  at  £55,885  and  this  compares  with  our  provisional 
estimate  for  the  year  of  £70,835.  Several  schemes  were  delayed  by 
restrictions  on  capital  expenditure,  and  had  these  restrictions  not  been 
in  force  it  is  thought  that  the  target  figure  would  have  been  achieved 

This  figure  does  not  include  part  of  the  sub- trunk  main  now  being 
laid  in  the  Gask  area  under  the  supervision  of  the  Council  s Consultant 
Engineers,  Messrs.  Babtie,  Shaw  & Morton,  where  the  expenditure  is 
estimated  at  £30,500  against  a target  figure  of  £43,500. 

In  West  Perthshire,  the  Drumlean  clear  water  tank  at  Aberfoyle  has 
been  brought  into  commission  while  the  extension  to  Shannochill  Farms 
has  been  completed.  Due  to  the  restrictions  on  capital  expenditure  an 
extension  to  farms  below  Gartmore  was  delayed,  but  work  there  is  now 
about  to  be  commenced  as  is  work  on  the  laying  of  an  extension  to 
Littlemill  Farm,  near  Thornhill.  Work  at  Port  of  Menteith  has  been 
delayed  as  negotiations  with  Stirling  County  Council  are  still  in 
progress. 

In  Central  Perthshire,  an  extension  from  Dunning  to  Forteviot 
Station  has  been  completed,  as  have  extensions  from  Methven  to  Balgowan 
School,  from  Shenval  to  Kinglands  School,  from  Dunning  to  Kirklands  and 
from  Tibbermore  to  Cultmalundie.  Further  extensions  now  in  progress 
include  the  taking  of  a supply  from  the  Loch  Turret  Water  Board’s  trunk 
main  at  Dunblane,  building  a clear  water  tank  at  this  point,  and  then 
laying  a main  past  the  Queen  Victoria  School  to  Ashfield,  and  a short 
extension  of  the  Comrie  supply  to  Lechkin.  At  Bankfoot,  a pump  booster 
scheme  to  serve  farms  in  the  Farkhill  area  was  installed. 

In  East  Perthshire,  the  Blairgowrie  supply  was  extended  to  Kinloch 
village,  and  this  entailed  the  laying  of  a further  short  section  of  one 
of  the  Loch  Benachally  Scheme’s  12"  diameter  future  trunk  mains.  A 
major  extension  towards  Craigie  in  the  Lethendy  area  was  commenced, 
while  in  the  same  area  a pump  booster  scheme  to  Berrybrae  is  almost 
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complete  At  Stanley  a short  branch  main  to  Greenhead  was  laid  while 
an  extension  of  this  supply  to  Burnmouth  will  shortly  be  commenced.  The 
New  Myth  supply  was  extended  to  Balendoch  and  short  extensions  were 
laid  at  the  New  Myth  housing  site  and  in  the  Dundee  Doad  Meigle. 

In  the  Highland  area  a mam  is  being  laid  from  Camserney  as  far  as 
Dull  Manse,  while  the  storage  capacity  of  the  Acharn  clear  water  tank 
has  been  increased.  At  Dunkeld:  the  existing  main  was  extended  to  the 
Forestry  Commission  houses  at  Inver  while  the  main  in  Brae  Street,  was 
renewed.  Here,  also,  an  automatic  lime  dosing  plant  was  installed  on 
the  Regional  system. 

In  the  Perth  area  short  extensions  were  laid  to  Perth  Hunt  Stables 
and  to  Ruthven  Farm,,  while  substantial  main  renewals  were  carried  out  in 
Mansfield  Road  and  Bonhard  Road,  Scone. 

On  the  Bridge  of  Earn,  Glenfarg  and  Muckhart  supplies  some  new 
work  was  carried  out  and  this  included  the  renewal  of  a main  from  the 
Cyprus  Inn  to  Seal  s Bridge  at  Bridge  of  Earn  an  extension  in  Clayton 
Road  in  the  same  area  the  construction  of  a clear  water  tank  and 
pumping  installation  at  Glenfarg,  although  due  to  manufacturers  delays 
the  latter  has  not  yet  been  commissioned,  minor  extensions  in 
Duncrievie  Road  and  at  the  County  Council  s housing  site  at  Glenfarg  and 
the  construction  of  a clear  water  tank  at  Muckhart. 

In  the  Carse  area  little  work  was  done  this  year,  but  the  main  at 
the  private  housing  site  at  Glencarse  was  extended. 

Finally,  it  had  been  hoped  to  carry  out  a major  scheme  for  the 
augmentation  of  the  Bridge  of  Earn  supply  from  Perth,  but  this  scheme 
was  postponed  due  to  the  restrictions  on  capital  expenditure  as  was 
another  to  supply  Cairnleith  in  the  Tomaknock  area  near  Crieff. 

It  may  be  noted  that  during  the  year,  by  virtue  of  new  consumers 
coming  on  to  the  supplies,  the  undernoted  fittings  have  been  connected  up

DRAINAGE 

The  following  information  has  been  provided  by  the  Water  and 
Drainage  Department  of  the  Council 

GENERAL 

The  operation  and  servicing  of  the  Sewage  Treatment  Works  through- 
out the  County  has  again  been  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  the  two 
Vacuum  Tank  Waggons  and  the  mechanical  equipment  maintained  in  good 
condition  by  the  travelling  mechanic.  However,  it  has  been  found 
increasingly  difficult  to  keep  the  works  and  properties  in  reasonable 
condition  and  also  to  carry  out  the  numerous  incidental  repairs,  etc. 
required.  This  was  reported  to  the  appropriate  Committee  who  have  now 
sanctioned  the  purchase  of  an  additional  lorry  and  staff  to  carry  out 
these  jobs.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  lorry  and  staff  will  be  in 
operation  early  in  1962 


NEW  WORKS 

The  following  new  Drainage  Schemes  have  been  put  into  operation 
during  1961  - 

Kingoodie.  This  Drainage  Scheme  serves  a Council  Housing  Site  built 
on  the  site  of  the  former  village  of  Kingoodie  on  the  bank  of  the  River 
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Tay  immediately  west  of  Invergowne.  The  sewers  serve  the  Council 
Housing  Site  and  the  two  existing  houses  left  in  the  Village.  The 
system  can  be  extended  to  serve  the  area  lying  to  the  north-west  of  the 
site  which  is  also  owned  by  the  County  Council.  Treatment  is  provided 
by  two  Septic  Tanks  in  parallel  built  on  part  of  the  Housing  Site.  The 
effluent  discharges  across  the  public  road  and  direct  into  the  River 
Tay.  At  low  tide  discharge  point  is  into  the  Huntly  Burn  which  flows 
through  the  mud  flats  at  low  water. 

Kinloch  Rannoch  (Dunal istair ) That  part  of  the  village  of  Kinloch 
Rannoch  built  on  the  North  side  of  the  River  Tummel  known  as  the 
Dunalistair  side  was  previously  partially  served  by  an  Estate  sewer  and 
Septic  Tank.  The  Estate  system  has  now  been  bought  by  the  County  and 
extended  to  serve  all  the  village  as  far  north  as  the  School,  and  is 
capable  of  further  small  extensions.  The  existing  Estate  septic  tank 
near  the  River  Tummel  was  found  to  be  inadequate  and  the  main  sewer  was 
accordingly  extended  along  the  side  of  the  River  past  the  site  of  the 
proposed  new  School. 

Sewage  treatment  is  again  provided  by  Septic  Tank  only,  two  tanks 
being  built  in  parallel,  with  the  effluent  discharge  direct  to  the  River 
Tummel.  Care  has  been  taken  to  extend  the  outfall  sewer  sufficiently 
far  into  the  River  Tummel  so  that  the  end  will  not  be  exposed  when  the 
water  level  falls  due  to  the  operations  of  the  Hydro-Board  who  utilise 
these  waters  for  power  generation  at  Tummel  Bridge. 

Scone  (Muirton  Section)  The  sewers,  pump  chamber  and  pumping  main 
connecting  the  Muirton  Industrial  Area  to  the  Scone  Sewage  Treatment 
Works  were  completed  and  put  into  operation  during  the  year.  At  present 
the  system  only  deals  with  the  wastes  from  the  new  D.C. L.  Bottling  Works 
on  the  Dunkeld  Road  but  a sewer  could  be  laid  along  the  Dunkeld  Road  as 
far  back  to  Perth  as  the  Muirton  Toll.  The  areas  north  and  east  of  the 
new  factory  can  also  be  drained  into  the  system  if  required. 

Sewage  Treatment  is  provided  at  the  Scone  Works  which  have  a small 
margin  available.  Any  large  development  in  the  Muirton  Area,  would 
necessitate  an  enlargement  of  tanks  etc.  at  Scone. 
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Luncarty  Under  the  terms  of  the  Will  of  the  late  Mr.  A.K.  Bell  the 
sum  of  £i0  000  was  set  aside  to  improve  the  sewage  treatment  at  Luncarty 
Sewage  Treatment  of  the  Luncarty  Drainage  System  had  previously  been  by 
settlement  in  Sedimentation  Tanks  only  with  effluent  discharge  into  the 
River  Tay  and  advantage  was  taken  of  this  bequest  to  provide  biological 
treatment  with  the  installation  of  a large  filter  bed  and  Humus  Tanks. 
The  effluent  has  consequently  been  greatly  improved  and  should  reach 
Royal  Commission  standard. 


EXTENSIONS 

Only  two  extensions  have  been  made  to  existing  Drainage  Systems 
during  the  year,  one  being  an  extension  along  Whitelea  Road  in  Burrelton 
and  the  other  to  the  Greenbank  Housing  site  in  Glenfarg, 


NEW  WORKS  IN  PROGRESS 


It  is  unfortunate  that  work  has  not  been  able  to  proceed  on  the 
Birnam  and  Dunkeld  Drainage  Scheme.  The  plans  were  completed  and 
approval  of  the  plans  by  the  Department  obtained  early  in  the  year. 
Schedules  and  bills  of  quantity  were  also  prepared  when  an  objection  was 
raised  to  the  site  of  the  Sewage  Treatment  Works.  Investigation  of 
alternative  sites  and  correspondence  with  the  objector  have  occupied  the 
remainder  of  the  year.  Approval  has  been  given  by  the  Department, 
however,  to  lay  the  sewer  in  Burn  Glen  Road,  Birnam,  and  this  work  will 
proceed  early  in  the  year.  This  work  is  being  carried  out  in  order  that 
repairs  may  be  made  to  Burn  Glen  Road. 

The  Drainage  Scheme  design  for  the  village  of  Stormontfield  has 
been  completed  and  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bell 
Trust  for  some  time  awaiting  approval.  This  work  should  be  commenced 
early  in  1962. 

The  design  for  the  Drainage  Scheme  for  Fearnan  is  completed  and 
only  awaits  final  approval  by  the  Department  of  Health.  This  Scheme 
could  also  be  carried  out  in  1962  providing  economic  conditions  permit. 
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Design  work  is  well  advanced  on  the  extension  and  improvement  of 
Stanley  Sewage  Treatment  Works  and  the  improvement  of  Almondbank  Sewage 
Treatment  Works.  Both  of  these  schemes  are  being  carried  out  for  the 
Bell  Trust  and  part  cost  of  the  work  will  be  borne  by  the  Trust.  W'ork 
could  be  commenced  in  1962  providing  the  schemes  are  approved  by  the 
Trustees. 

The  next  County  Schemes  to  be  considered  are  Gi  Iraerton,  Braco  and 
Aberfoyle  and  preliminary  work  will  be  commenced  on  these  during  the 
coming  year. 


EXISTING  WORKS 


During  the  year,  the  only  major  repairs  which  were  carried  out  to 
existing  works  were  the  renewal  of  the  distributors  on  the  filter  beds 
at  Methven  Sewage  Treatment  Works  and  extensive  repairs  to  the  filter 
bed  walls  at  the  Bankfoot  Sewage  Treatment  Works.

FUNCTIONS  IN  THE  COUNTY  OF  KINROSS

1 Water  Supplies  There  are  public  water  supplies  at  Milnathort 
Kinnesswood,  and  Cleish  and  supplies  were  adequate,  but  the  supply  pipes 
in  Cleish  Village  are  in  poor  repair.  Hie  remainder  of  the  County  is 
supplied  from  private  sources  or  from  other  Water  Authorities  whose 
mains  pass  through  the  area. 

2 Drainage  There  are  special  drainage  districts  at  Milnathort  and 
Kinnesswood  the  former  being  served  by  a disposal  plant  operated  on  the 
septic  tank  principle  with  filtration  and  the  latter  by  a modern 
sedimentation  tank  process.  The  sludge  residue  from  both  plants  is 
disposed  of  locally  for  agricultural  purposes.  Effluents  from  both 
plants  are  of  good  standard  and  discharge  finally  into  Loch  Leven. 

3 Cleansing  The  County  scavenging  service  operates  an  eight  cubic 
yard  Austin  diesel  cleansing  vehicle.  All  the  villages  are  served  and 
many  houses  en  route  also  receive  the  service.  Refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Netherton  Quarry  and  Bellyblunt  Quarry  and  at 
Crook  Moss.  The  Netherton  and  Bellyblunt  Quarry  tips  are  suitable  and 
are  kept  orderly  and  tidy,  but  the  Crook  Moss  tip,  being  on  flat  ground 
is  not  so  satisfactory  and  its  use  may  have  to  be  discontinued. 

4 Housing  No  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  the  number 
provided  by  the  Council  remaining  at  164.  Under  Section  111  of  the 
Housing  (Scotland)  Act  1950,  twelve  applications  were  submitted  and 
eleven  approved.  43  applications  were  approved  under  Building  Byelaws. 

5 Lighting  There  are  three  Special  Lighting  Districts  in  the 
County  - Milnathort,  Blairingone  and  Scotlandwell , and  arrangements  were 
satisfactory. 
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6 Offensive  Trades  There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  County.  The 
Slaughterhouse  at  Milnathort  is  for  pigs  only  and  is  well  maintained. 

7 Factories  There  are  23  factories  in  the  County  and  21  inspections 
were  carried  out  during  the  year,  when  conditions  in  general  were  found 
satisfactory. 

8 Unsound  Food  A total  of  342  lbs.  7%  ozs.  of  various  foodstuffs 
were  found  to  be  unsound  and  condemned  during  the  year. 

9 General  The  burial  grounds  were  well  maintained.  The  usual  number 
of  complaints  of  nuisance  housing  defects,  etc.  were  received  and  dealt 

wi  th.

1 Water  Supply  The  water  supply  is  of  excellent  quality  and  there 
has  been  no  shortage,  although  the  large  increase  in  consumption  is 
causing  some  concern  and  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  the 
overhaul  of  the  mains. 

2 Drainage  The  drainage  and  sewage  arrangements  are  satisfactory. 

3 Cleansing  The  scavenging  arrangements  are  satisfactory.  Notice  has 

been  received  that  the  Refuse  Coup  should  be  vacated  at  Whitsun,  1962, 
but  although  investigations  have  been  made  no  alternative  site  has  so 
far  been  found. 
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4 Housing  No  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  the  number 

provided  by  the  Council  remaining  at  204,  4 houses  in  the  Kenmore 

Street  reconstruction  scheme  were  nearing  completion. 

5 Factories  There  are  21  mechanical  and  one  non-mechanical  factories 
in  the  Burgh  and  15  inspections  were  carried  out. 

6.  Burial  Ground  The  burial  ground  was  well  kept. 

7 Caravan  Site  New  toilet  accommodation,  wash-hand  basins,  sinks  and 
drinking  water  standpoints  were  completed  before  the  start  of  the  1961 
season,  so  that  the  site  now  complies  with  the  Model  Standard  for 
Holiday  Sites. 

8 General.  The  school  and  hostels  were  well  kept.  Various  complaints 
of  a minor  nature  were  received  and  dealt  with  during  the  year.

1.  Water  Supply  The  problems  reported  upon  during  1960  continued  and 
trouble  was  experienced  with  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  samples.

2 Drainage.  Little  trouble  was  experienced  from  the  Burgh  sewers  this 
year. 

3.  Scavenging  The  refuse  collection  service  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  Council  twice  weekly  on  a contract  rate.  The  service  is  operating 
satisfactorily  and  no  complaints  were  received  during  the  year.

2 Drainage  The  sewage  works  were  overhauled  during  the  year,  and  the 
drainage  arrangements  were  satisfactory. 

3 Cleansing  The  cleansing  and  scavenging  arrangements  are 
satisfactory.  86  tons  of  waste  paper  was  collected  during  the  year. 

4 Housing  No  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  the  number 
provided  being  356.  The  number  of  habitable  houses  in  the  Burgh  is  1054.

1 Water  Extensive  sampling  of  the  springs,  reservoirs,  wells  and 
mains  was  carried  out  with  satisfactory  results.  Three  chambers  to 
contain  7"  main  hatchboxes  were  placed  in  High  St.  and  entry  to  the 
hatchboxes  is  thus  greatly  facilitated. 

2 Drainage.  The  drainage  arrangements  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 
The  sludge  drying  beds  at  the  north  tanks  have  been  widened  and  the  tile 
drainage  system  repaired  with  resultant  improvement  in  sludge  drying. 
Difficulty  was  experienced  in  gaining  entry  to  the  north  septic  tanks 
over  fields  under  cultivation  and  a permanent  access  road,  suitable  for 
motor  transport,  would  facilitate  maintenance  of  these  tanks. 

3.  Cleansing.  The  cleansing  and  scavenging  arrangements  are 
satisfactory.  A new  diesel  refuse  collection  vehicle  of  increased  load 
carrying  capacity  now  in  use,  should  improve  efficiency  and  reduce 
operating  costs.  Levelling  out  of  the  tip  at  Blairadam  is  in  progress 
and  tipping  arrangements  have  been  reasonably  well  conducted. 

4 Housing.  6-3  apt.  flats  at  Montgomery  Court  and  2-2  apt. 
cottages  at  Bowton  Road  were  completed  during  the  year.  Progress  was 
made  in  the  acquiring  of  sites  for  further  housing  development. 
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5 Burial  Grounds  The  burial  grounds  are  well  maintained. 


6.  Factories  The  six  mechanical  and  seven  non-mechanical  factories 
were  inspected  regularly  and  conditions  generally  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.
